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The Year In Review 

1990 may well be remembered as the moment when the 
huniliar pound of lesbian and gay life suddenly shifted beneath 
our feet Depending on one's perspective, the brave new world 
that resulted from this year's upheavals was either more affirming 
or more frightening than the one it replaced. 1990 saw the rise to 
prominence of a new generation of writers, thinkers, artists and 
activists who rejea many of the assumptions which guided the 
lesbian aixl gay struggle since Stonewall. It's oddly fining that 
such a coming of age rixxild occur in our movement's 2l3t year. 

As certitudes of the past were called Into question, a gulf 
seemed to open between those who adhere to, artd those who 
rejea, the moderate tactics of the late '70s arid ‘80b. 1990's miliiant 
mood was made manifM by new groups like Queer Nation artd 
the Pink Panihers, who struck a confrontational pose which lirighi- 
ened many conservative lesbians and gay men but inspired a 
young army of activists. The year’s maior media phettomenon, the 
outing cont r over s y, illustrated the yawning gulf which now exists 
between conflictittg corKeptions of privacy, community and liber¬ 
ation. The widespread use of the term 'queer' attd tracu like the 
*I Hate Straights* essay were public dcdaratiocis of difference that 
alienated some even as they empowered others. And events lUre 
Larry Kramer's call for a riot at the San Francisco AIDS conference, 
and the calls for gays to self-arm in resportse to the epidemic of 
bashings, injected an urtprecedented note of violence into what 
has always been a uniquely nonviolent movemenL 

Much of the reinvigorated radicalism of 1990 was fomented 
by a newly aggressive lesbian and gay press. Papers like Au 
Courani in Philadelphia. GOV in Boston and thU publication 
served as vital conduits of ideas and information and played cen¬ 
tral roles in many of the year's pivotal controversies. 

But even for ihooe «ho fotmd 1990 etKouraglng. there were 
major dtsappointments as well No discernible process was made 
toward etxlirtg the AIDS epidemic, and the ever-present complacen¬ 
cy within government aixl the press about AIDS seemed to grow 
discemibly larger. ACT UP, which until now has deftly directed the 
community's collective rage about AIDS, turned some of that rage 
inward and showed troubling signs of self-destruaKm No promis¬ 
ing lesbian or gay leaders emerged to unify and direct the enor¬ 
mous pent-up ettergies that exploded in the streets of gay America, 
even as we lost irreplaceahle visionatics Ike Vito Russo 10 the vora¬ 
cious epidemic. AikI many otKe-vital community organiaations 
either disintegrated or became enfed)led by inept boards of direc- 
tors, lack of openrtess and democracy, or spiteful itMemal disputes. 

Still, despite the AIDS-inspired gloom that engulfs many in 
our community, the past year was a p rogre ssi ve and pivotal time. 
Much of what will happen in the future, for good or ill. will lie 
traced back to events, ideas and groups that took shape in 1990.

skm. He quotes a gay alcoholic 
who says. 'Hret I am an alco- 
holic. and second. I am gay.' 
And Mr. Osborne concludes his 
article by asking. 'Might it not 
be that these spiritual princi¬ 
ples. which are saving some 
lives, are betraying others?* 

For any alcoholic who 
works seriously at recovery, 
alcoholism is a fundamental 
identity, but it is a spiritual 
identity, not a political one. It 
underlies all distinctions of 
gender, race and age. Yet this 
in no way restricts anyone 
from ideritifying her- or him¬ 
self as lesbian or gay, nor does 
it limit their ability to engage in 
political action. In my own 
experience, it has been the 
opposite; AA frees up many 
people to act poitically tor the 
first time in their lives. And it 
alto offers them an example of 
harmonious group action 
directed toward a single goal. 

The clearest way to see the 
positive poktical power of sobri¬ 
ety is to look at tome of the 
statements made in the column 
'Diary of a Mad Queen* in the 
same issue of OutWeek. The 
author identifies himself as 
'neither a tesponsiUs journalist 
nor a seriout commentator on 
gay society. I'm just a piV-pop- 
pln‘. booae-SMiin'. dick-hungry 
cioes-dressef on my way to he! 
in a handbasket" This may be 
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it. Political action today 
requires dear thinking, strength 
and a sense of self-worth. 
Sobriety provides al these: the 
Mad Queen's Diary does not. 
For gay alcoholics. AA offers 
something beyond hell in a 
handbasket It offers a way to 
become responsible, senous 
members of gay society.

As a member of gay AA 
of New York. I must say that I 
have a lot of problems with 
certain aspects of the fellow¬ 
ship. The literature is awful 
and outdated; many of us in 
the fellowship feel that way. 
People at Big Book meetings 
howl at the outdated material. 
Whenever I travel to a new 
meeting. I always let everyone 
know that I am queer. Most 


straight people in AA don't 
seem fazed (I have been to 
meetings in the deep South 
where people talk about Jesus 
as their higher power), and if 
they don't ice sitting next to a 
homo then fuck 'em. This 
Mary is not going to move. I 
was put on this planet to 
assert my queemess. I am an 
AA who considers himself 
queer first, an alcoholic sec¬ 
ond. I know that many of us 
feel that way. Many of us are 
activists and can be seen at 
ACT UP. etc —we just don't 
have 'alcoholic* tattooed on 
our foreheads. I personally 
prefer to let people know that 
I'm a drunk, but with some 
people it just doesnl coma up 
in polite conversation. 

I had some probtems 
Duttcan Osbonwk article. In AA 
we talk about the serenity to 
accept the things we cannot 
change (!-•.. the weather, our 
pasts, lovers) and the courage 
to change the things we can 
(homophobia, lesbian and gay 
invisibility, the government's 
ineptitude in dealing with the 
AIDS crisis). Acceptance is not 
about taking something lying 
down H it's going to end up 
hurting you. I am a lot more 
active now as a queer than I 
was when I was drinking and 
doing drugs. Sorry, honey, you 
missed the boat on that one. I 
know a lot of people \Mk> came 
out at a resutt of getting sober. I 
myself recognized my own 
infomalizad homophobia in the 
process and have bean chipping 
away at it since. I iust think that 
it's a shame that you didn’t 
indude any radkal. atheist AAk 
in your expose. We're just a 
mirror of what’s out there— 
bourgeois queens and lesbiane. 
dykes and fags, drag queens.

Regarding the delegate 
who spoke In a New York high 
school Md was asked not to 
reveal his homoeexudRy; This 
must have bSM a one-of-e-kind 
case. I have spoken to hun¬ 
dreds of high school students 
and have never bOM told what 
to say or not to say by anyone. 
In the course of my tA I have 
r e veale d that I am gay. and no 
one ever crltidzed me. In fact, 
one teacher thanked me for 
being so honest The prkidpls 
of acceptance is a key stone of 
AA thought but R is part of a 
trfiogy which indudes; aware¬ 
ness. acceptance and action. 
AA is a tirldge back to Me.' It 
encourages its members to 
become fully grounded in the 
prkidpies of physical, emotion¬ 
al and spiritual sobriety and 
tfwn become ful participants in 
the world around them. 

Also. Mr. Osborne statee 
that AA rejects anger. This is 
not so. AA encourages its 
members to feel alt of their 
feelings. However, what AA 
does ask people to do is to 
count to ten before they act 
out on their anger. R is better 
to channel this anger in a con¬ 
structive fashion (Nke a demo) 
rather ttiM turning it inward 
and perhape drinking over R. 

In Mding, I would also 
Nke to point out that the com¬ 
mon wisdom in AA today 
(Mtar many years of debate) Is 
that a truly sober person is 
'dsM and dry.' That is, they 
refrain from the use of all 
other drugs m wel m aloohol. 
If indeed, m statistics seem to 
suggest, gay men and les¬ 
bians are. at a minimum, twice 
M likely to experience prob¬ 
lems wRh alcohol, tfwn no orw 
should feel threatened by an 
organization which returns 
once-hopeless drunks back to 
a community as whole and 
healthy people.

MORE CLONE DRONE 

After reading the article 
on the Clonca, old and new. 
in leeue no. 74 (‘Clone 
Ware." Nov. 28). I muet aeri- 
ously quaetion where your 
author did his research. 

‘For the first bme. homo¬ 
sexual men had actually creat¬ 
ed a uniform which would 
help them identify them- 
selm.' If anything, the done 
look of the 70s was a reaction 
to the then-standing uniform 
of caahmere sweater and cor¬ 
duroy pants, which was every 
bit as much a uniform as the 
button-fly and plaid flannel. 
This should also give your 
author a little more ineight 
into the genesis of the uni¬ 
form: For years, gay men had 
been portrayed as wispy 
queens—appropriating the 
straight look was our way of 
saying that we were (and con¬ 
tinue to be) just as masculine 
as the straight guys. This was 
not ‘internalized homopho¬ 
bia.’ as your author suggests, 
but a reaction to a straight 
community that wasn't wiling 
to concede that two men 
could be both gay and buteh. 

Insofar as the Clone look 
was a very white, middle-class 
one. again, one must look at 
the historic context. Most gay 
Blacks were more concerned 
with racial rights than sexual 
ones, and a lot of the energy of 
the movement in those days 
was diverted into support for 
racial civil rights; as always, 
we thought of ourselves last 
The Clones, however, refused 
to think of others first; lire the 
drag queens, we made sure 
people knew we were gay 
men. first and foremost. 

The infamous hankey 
code that the author derides 
as ‘big children playing their 
own games’ was. for the most 
part, mindless fun as wen as 
sexual communication. Maybe 
Mr. Signorile sees sex as a 
political act. but for the 
Qones. sex was fun—so why 
not make a game out of it? 


Those who felt excluded 
from the Clone move- 
menL..well. sorry, no sympa¬ 
thy. No one held a gun to their 
heads to say they had to adopt 
the Clone look, and a lot of gay 
men and women I know saw it 
as just another costume, much 
like leatherman or radical dyke 
or drag queen; and when you 
cut through It. that's aH K wes. 
just as the Clone of today 
wears a costume some people 


may find intimidating or (dare I 
say it?) oppressive. 

To say we were elitiet Is. 
for the most part, sour grapes. 
I'm not an especially attractive 
man. but I adopted the Qone 
look and. through it. made 
many good friends. One of the 
joys of San Francisco in the 
*700 was its amazing versatility; 
if one so chose, he ooukt be a 
Cions one night a leatherman 
the next, part of the ‘queer 


intelligentsia* the night after 
that One of my dearest friends 
(now departed) was a female 
impersonator in the drag-court 
sy^m who was. in the vernac¬ 
ular of the time. ‘tlawlees’—he 
was also president of one of the 
Folsom Street motorcycle dubs 
and. when dressed in leather, 
looked like someone you 
wouMnI wart to meet in a dark 
alley (Then again, maybe you 
would). If anyone was elitist in 
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those days, it was your politi¬ 
cally correct 'queer intelll* 
gentsta.’ wtto sp^ more time 
trying to 'justify* the gay com¬ 
munity to the straight one. like 
a mother trying to explain a 
difficult child to his or her 
teacher. The Clones simply 
were: we showed the straight 
community that it was possi¬ 
ble to be gay. to be a 'real 
man' (whatever the hell that 
was), to have fun and to not 
give a goddamn about what 
anyone thought of it 

Rnaly. to correct some of 
the more superficial errors in 
the article: 

1. A Clone's hair was not 
'heavily barbered'; it was cut 
about three quarters of an 
inch short, which made it easy 
to maintain. You trick, you 
take a shower afterwards, you 
towel-dry your hair, and you're 
ready. No Clone worth his salt 
went neer a blow-drier. 


2. Al Pacinols Cruasn'eae 
about the New York leather 
community, not the Clones. 

3. 'The Old Clone doesn't 
use the word 'Qone' at al.' To 
the contrary, one of the 
fastest-selling T-shirts on Cas¬ 
tro Street in that era was a 
white one with the word silk- 
screened on ft. We knew wrtio 
we were, and we revelled In It

This fall. 6LAA0 turns 5 
years old. Having just 
resigned as its most-tenured 
board member (and longtime 
volunteer), I’d like to take this 
opportunity for reflection. 

Although GLAAO rose in 
response to media AIDS hys¬ 
teria. the organization kept a 
focus on gay-specific issues. 
Many members later helped 
form ACT UP in direct re¬ 
sponse to the health crisis. 
Recently. Queer Nation has in 
turn sprung from ACT UP as a 
lesbian and gay direct-action 
group. Despite initial fears of 
each community organization, 
probably predating GAA. we 
do have enough resources to 
support more groups. If new 
voices are allowed to be 
heard, the vacuum that is left 
will be filled. 

While achieving media 
response and creating media 


events for our community. 
GLAAD has grown to over a 
dozen chapters throughout the 
country, ^ther than holding 
power closely, it lets others 
dupkcale the successfii (brmuli 
of organizing gisas-roote action. 
Thus. GLAAD became one of 
our largest civil rights groups 
for lesbians and gay males. 

Now, with notoriety 
comes community expecta¬ 
tions. When a homophobic TV 
sitcom is aired, people consid¬ 
er GLAAD responsible for 
action. Rightfully so. GLAAD 
continues to spread the word 
and react to most incidents 
pointed out. 

But if you call that oom- 
plaitTt or even write that check 
to a monolithic activist group, 
doni consider yourself off the 
hook. Organizations like 
GLAAD are unique because 
they don’t rely on a staff of 
lawyers or lobbyists. They rely 


on grass-root volunteers like 
you. Today, our community is 
counting on you to get others 
involved in demonstrating, 
writing letters or making 
phone calls. 

This holiday season, 
give thanks for our commu¬ 
nity's growth by getting your 
friends involved with a group 
fighting for our rights. Give 
them a membership or sub¬ 
scription to goad them 
onward. It'll be a gift for 
everyone.

PARTNERSHIP 

As Nina Reyes reported in 
OutWeek [no. 76. Dec. 12). 
domestic partnership legisla¬ 
tion was introduced in the New 
York City Council on Nov. 20. 
the culmination of months of 
preparatory work by the Fami¬ 
ly Diversity Coalition and our 
Coundl allies. However, I think 
that content of the legislation 
and the significance of its pas¬ 
sage for our community were 
obscured in the article. 

Your article was inaccu¬ 
rate in describing the bit as a 
‘compromise* between what 
the community advocated and 
what the Council leadership 
proposed: the bill as intro¬ 
duced is exactly shat a cfverse 
coalition of organiations and 
individuals wanted introduced 
at this time. Your article also 
failed to point out that the 
three mechanisms for estab¬ 
lishing a legal domestic part¬ 
nership in the proposed legis¬ 
lation (registering with the 
county clerk, signing a nota- 
ruad affidavit or. in the event of 
the death of one of the part¬ 
ners. proving emotional and 
financial commitment and 
interdependence in a manner 
based on that defined by the 
State Court of Appeals in the 
Braschi case) go a long way 
toward ensuring ful access for 
all people in such partnerships 
to the protection against dis¬ 
crimination provided in the bill. 

I believe the significance 
of this legislation underlies 
the strength of the opposi¬ 
tion it will arouse and has 
already aroused. The 


obstructive tactics of the City 
Council legal department, 
controllsd by the Council 
leadership (read: Peter Val- 
lone). included not only an 
attempt to rewrite (and gut) 
the proposed legislation but 
also the circulation of a 
memo advising Council 
members not to support the 
bill bscauss of its fiscal 
impact, which they exagger¬ 
ated, and because of their 
patently ridiculous claim that 
It is unconstitutional under 
New York state law. Both of 
these claims were thorough¬ 
ly and brilliantly refuted in a 
counter-memo prepared by 
New York Law School pro¬ 
fessor. gay legal activist and 
OutWeek columnist Art 
Leonard. (Hats oft to ArtI) 
But the Council leadership’s 
stalling tactics are. I fear, 
just a taste of what is to 
come. All the more reason 
why we have to out-organize 
our opponents. 

Without wanting to take 
the work of my Manhattan 
colleagues for granted (all of 
the Manhattan delegation is 
co-sponsoring the bill), the 
fate of the legislation will be 
decided, as the fate of Intro 
2. the lesbian and gay rights 
bill of 1986, was decided, by 
the vastly larger number of 
votes of the so-called outer 
borough Council members. 
We in Lambda Independent 
Democrats of Brooklyn have 
already lined up two Brooklyn 
Council co-sponsors of the 
bin. Steve Di Brienza (of Park 
Slope. Sunset Park and Car- 
roll Gardens) and Abe Gerges 
(of Brooklyn Heights. Fort 
Greene. Williamsburg and 
Greenpoint). Council member 
Di Brienza. in particular, has 


played a leadership role on 
this issue and offered to do 
whatever it takes to get the 
bill passed. We hope to add a 
third Brooklyn sponsor short¬ 
ly. A number of other Council 
members from Brooklyn have 
expressed interest in conbnu- 
ing a dialog on the legisla¬ 
tion; we are confident that in 
the long run we can build the 
kind of support from Brook¬ 
lyn that will help ensure the 
passage of the legislation. 
One way to do that is to make 
this legislation an issue in 
every City Council election 
until it is passed, precisely 
what we are doing in the spe¬ 
cial election that will occur 
this February to replace 
(k)unc)l member Gerges (who 
is resigning on Jan.1 in order 
to become a state Supreme 
Court judge). 

We need to organize simi¬ 
lar efforts in Queens and the 
Bronx. OutWeek readers in 
Brooklyn who are interested in 
working on the legislation 
should kindly contact LID (see 
the ‘Community Directory* 
under Brooklyn). Others 
should contact the Family 
Diversity Coalition c/o the 
Community Center.

Are we missing the chance to prevent another disaster? 

Invisible Science: Lesbians 
and AIDS 


by Nina Reyes 

NEW YORK—Lciiblan* suck 
pussy, buit'fuck, shoot drugs, receive 
Mood transfusions and (quietly) have 
sex with men who do all these things. 
But in the first decade of All>S. every¬ 
one from scientists to government 
surveillance experts to community- 
based AUXy-servke activists to our per¬ 
sonal physicians has said that lesbians 
are virtually immutre to AIDS. 

Consequently, there are ih>w les- 
bons with AIDS. There aren't, as far as 
we know, a lot of lesbians with AIDS, 
but in a community that is as wedded 
to serial monogamy within a fairly 
small cirde of women as Inbians have 
come to be, the probability that the 
virus will move among us cannot be 
forestalled forever. 

Reasonably, then, we .should 
know just how great the risk of HIV 
transmission through woman-to- 
woman sex b. But we dont. 

In that case. then, we should be 
inundated wuh cuhuially specific safer- 
sex information Put that literature 
hasn't yet been written. 

So as we move into the second 
decade of A.IDS, lesbians, who have 
been at the front line of the fight 
against AIDS since the beginning, 
remain arguaMy the only group left out 
when ti e educational chuck-wagon 
comes around to fortify the troops 
agamsi further devaluation 

Being le.sbian ladies, we have not 
protested much because we secretly 


believe what they have told us all 
along: Our sexual orientation b a ler- 
rifk inoculalion against HIV. 

But what if ifs a Me, fe*s a sham, and 
it won) work? If womary-to-woman tnns-

mission docs occur—and several docu¬ 
mented cLses, anecdotal evidence and a 
dose of common sense suggest that 
indeed it can—then we deserve to know. 

Son*c of the more crude naysayers 
have chalked this up to lesbian PWA 


wannabeism. But AIDS activists and 
shocked epidemiologists have learned 
that it b quite clearly a matter of life 
and death. 

The scientific establishment has 
shown a decided lack of concern 
about lesbian transmission of HIV, and 
only a handful of articles, mostly in the 
form of letters, have been published in 
dye half-dozen prestigious foumals that 
make physicians aiyd medi^ research¬ 
ers sit up aiyd woof. 

For instance, a letter in the New 
England Journal of Medicine that doc¬ 
umented female-to-male transmission 
of HIV through cunnilingus has obvi¬ 
ous implications for lesbians, but, with 
the exception of a brief flurry of excite¬ 
ment in the nonscientifle press, there 
was no follow-up research to deter¬ 
mine the risk of transmission through 
CUIUtillftgUS. 

Dr. Susan Chu, a researcher at the 
federal Centers for Disease Control 
who recently published an article on 
the epidemiology of AIDS among les¬ 
bians whose cases were reported to 
the CDC, remarked. *1 think part of the 
reason that there Is not very much 
Information b that there aren't very 
many lesbian cases.* 

(^u's report, which included all 
cases reported through Sept. 30, 
1989, idemined only 79 lesbians alto¬ 
gether, and Chu wrote that of those, 
95 percent had had histories of IV- 
drug use, and the remaining 5 per- 







ceiM had been iransfused with blood 
or Mood products. 

However, Chu also added wam- 
ingly, ‘Although female-lo-female 
transmission of HIV appears to be an 
extremely rare event, ite occurrence of 
AIDS ansong lesbian and bisexual 
women Indicates that women who 
engage in sex with other women can 
be exposed to IflV.* 


Lesbian AIDS activisu have dis¬ 
puted the CDC numbers, pointing out 
that the federal surveillance agency's 
data leave out a large chunk of women 
who could not, based on their 
responses to CDC questions on sexual 
history, be categorized as lesbian, 
bisexual or straight. As AIDS activisu 
Rebecca Cole and Solly Cooper note in 
a paper to be published next month, 
the CDC identifies lesbians as women 
who have had sex exclusively with 
women since 1977. Therefore, a les¬ 
bian who had rra other exposure to 
HIV, but who had been rap^, would 
be classified with non-IVDU bisexual 
women who have not received Mood 
products—in the category of hetero¬ 
sexual tnmsmission. 

But lesbians, somehow, are not 
hearing a cautionary message. Since 
the myth persists that lesbians are 
miraculously invulnerable to AIDS, 
even when we routinely engage in 
rough sex. the Lesbian Nation is not 
practicing safer sex. 

Furthermore, there is deep-seated 
resistance within lesbian society to 
practicing safer sex. reminiscent of gay 
male denial circa 1962. 

‘I’m not an evangelist for dental 
dams,* explained OulWeek columnist 
Risa Denenberg. a health care provider 
who volunteers at the Community 
Health Project’s new women's health 
program. 'But the point is that women 
should know there b some risk associ¬ 
ated with most of the acts that women 
do Iwidi womenl.’ 

In part, perhaps, to drive home 
the discordancy between what lesbbru 
do sexually and what they believe puU 
them at rbk. Denenberg b corxlucting 
an attitudinal study atitong lesMarts at 
CHP. ‘I don't even think safer sex b 
the biggest issue,' Denenberg com¬ 


mented. pointing out that the mythol¬ 
ogy of invulneraMlity b so pervasive 
among dykes that she Bttds that some 
of her lesbian cUenu do not act to Ifanii 
their exposure even when they are 
having sex with men or shootirtg drugs 
intravenously. 

A large part of the problem, 
Denenberg concluded, echoing a 
thought expressed by other wonten 
interviewed on the subject, b that les¬ 
bians have not cared enough about 
themselves to avoid serious health 
rbks. As women, it b also a measure 


of economic poverty relative to men. 
Women are less likely to be able to 
afford health insutartce premiums aitd 
consequently are less likely to seek 
preventative health care. 

Specifically in terms of AIDS, 
artother aspect that probably compli¬ 
cates the idcntificition of lesbians with 
AIDS b that, as women, lesbbns are 
less likely to develop classic AlDS-indi- 
cator infections. Corisequcntly, lesbbrts 
remain oubide the ofRcbl AIDS body 
count. As long as the CDC refuses to 
widen the definition of AIDS to 
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include the HIV>relaied diseases that 
kil] wocnen. the puMk will never really 
know the extent to which lesbian 
immunity to HTV is a myth. 

In addition, because lesbians are 
obviously vulnerable to the same 
modes of transmission that have been 
exhaustively documented In gay men, 
and straight women and men, epidemi* 
ologists have seized on the previously 
ideniified risk factors as the probable 
villains of infection 
when they are faced 
with a symptomatic 
HlV-poaitivc lesbian. 

So if a lesbian 
discloaes a history of 
IV-drug use, admits 
that she has had sex 
with a man even 
once since 1977 or 
reveals that she has 
had a Mood transfu¬ 
sion, she is lumped 
inu> the corollary risk 
category without fur¬ 
ther investigation 
upon diagnosis. She 
becomes statistically 
invisible as a lesbian 
wid) AIDS. 

*A lesbian is at 
risk of HIV infection, 
as is any woman, 
only to the extent of 
her risky behavior,* 
wrote P. day Stephens, a coordinator of 
the AIDS program at the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health, in The 
AWS epidemic. ‘Her Identity Is neither 
protective mr condemning.' 

Enter here the community-based 
organizations that lesbians have lov¬ 
ingly helped build from the groutxi up 
in an effort to fight the ravages AIDS 
has inflicted upon gay men. Not only 
have they been of little assistance in 
helping dykes determine die reality of 
woman-to-woman transmission of HIV, 
but most have also—right in step with 
their governmental antagonists— 


scoffed at lesbians who have called for 
a thorough investigation into the matter. 

Even mote appalling, activists say, 
community-based organizations have 
failed to develop and distribute litera¬ 
ture within the community of lesbians 
that contributes meaningful and sub¬ 
stantive suggestions about what oonsd- 
tutes safer sex, discusses when safer 
sex would be appropriate or even 
acknowledges the possibility of 


woman-to-woman transmission. Once 
the maxim that safer sex is for every¬ 
one was coined, it was prompdy for¬ 
gotten when it came to lesbians. As a 
result, the information that eating your 
girlfriend's pussy during her period is 
probably high-risk has been passed 
only anecdotally, from lesbian AIDS 
activists out through the concentric cir¬ 
cles of lesbian society. 

The point is not. as activists note, 
that there is a high risk that you will 
seroconvett because you had unpro¬ 
tected sex with another dyke; The 
point is that no one has determined 
just what the risk might be, and lesbian 


sex. poiticulariy the kind that Involves 
coniaa with blood—until definitively 
shown to be otherwise—should be 
considered just as suspect as oral sex 
between two men. Although the prob- 
abMy of transmission may not be very 
high, the possfMAry does exist. 

Recently, the Conxnunliy Research 
Initiative initiated a study of women 
who have sex with women to deter¬ 
mine behavioral patterns and the 
probable risk of 
HIV transmission 
among this group 
of women. ■We've 
ingested the myth 
of our being a t^- 
free group, which 
has been fed to us 
by the powers that 
be—the media, 
male physicians 
and the govern¬ 
ment.’ remarked 
Alice Spears, coor¬ 
dinator of outreach 
at CRI, explaining 
that her organiza¬ 
tion's interest in 
the subject has 
been prodded by 
the women's com¬ 
mittee of ACT UP 
and will probably 
be funded by the 
American Foun¬ 
dation for AIDS Research. 

'There's no information on 
women, artd there certainly isn't any 
information on women who have sex 
with women because we don't exist,* 
she added sarcastically. 'We need to 
have information, and it needs to be 
disseminated among women who have 
sex with womea' 

The dearth of studies about les¬ 
bians and AIDS, and the lethargic 
response of oommunily-bosed agencies 
to this subject, has Infuriated lesbian 
AIDS activisu. Recently, in a letter 
addressed to Gay Men's Health Crisis, a 
group of lesbiatts angrily chastised the 



AIDS scfvlce ofganizatioa for foiling to 
respond to the issue. 

‘Just as there is no one addressing 
the needs of gay men and AIDS other 
than gay men,* they wrote, ‘no one is 
addressing the ne^ of lesbians and 
AIDS except a handful of lesbiaita’ 
Charging the agency with foiling to 
provide lesblatts with AIDS with a les- 
bian-exdusive support group, widi r^ 
ular workshops on safer sex for les¬ 
bians and with a litany of other 
instances where GMHC had ovcrkxrked 
lesbians, the letter coiKludcd, ‘How 
dare you abarKfon us now...no maner 
how stmQ our numbers may be today.* 
Tim Sweertey, director of GMHC. 
called evidence presented by the 
women to his agency ‘compefling.* 

1 heard, and I fi^ so much of their 
statement cf isoiaiion and their statement 
of invisibillly that as a gay man, I fdt like 
k was 1982, and I was a gay man saying 
this to the txx>gay worid,* Sweeney told 
Ourntak after meetittg with die group of 
lesbiaiu who had penned their disap¬ 
pointment with his organization. ‘It’s 
imperative for GMHC to serve lesbian 
women or women who have sex with 
women,* he continued, noting that 10 
percent of GMHC's female clienu, 
already, are lesbians. all have so 
much to lose if we don’t look at this as 
an issue of survival.* 

Tracy Morgan, a health educator 
with the Community Family Planning 
Council and a volunteer at the 
Community Health Project, disclosed 
that she has already seen the results of 
the community's foJlure to remind les¬ 
bians that the ‘rWt groups* method of 
determlnlttg peril provides a potentially 
fatal fobe seoirity. 

In the last seven months, Morgan 
said, she’s seen about a half-dozen 
lesbians who have come into the two 
dinks where she works, complaining of 
swollen glands and petsisient. long«nn 
night sweats. The girlfriends of these 
women, Morgan continued, also have 
night sweats, but when Morgan queries 
them about their knowledge of AIDS 
and the mechanics of HIV transmission, 
they inevitably remark that they believe 
lesbians are Immune to HIV. ‘Deep 
down inside, we Idee to bdieve that we 
are the chosen people,' Morgan 
commented, ‘because denial dams and 
Glad Wiap suck, aixl we’d rather point 
the finger at straight men.'T 
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Court Revokes Ban On 
Insurance HIV Tests

ALBANY—New York's highest 
court has revoked a state regulation that 
would have banned Insurance compa¬ 
nies from screening applicants for HIV 
and rejecting those who test positive. 

As a result of a Dec. 19 ruling of 
the New York Court of Appeals, insur¬ 


ers may coniittue to require itxlividual 
applicants to submit to HIV tests and 
may deny health insurance coverage 
to applicants who test antibody-posi- 
tive fw the virus. 

'The court agreed unanimously 
with a lower court ruling that former 


Insurance Superintendent James P. 
Corcoran had exceeded his authority 
when he barred insuratKe companies 
from HIV testing In 1987. 

Last week’s decision ends a 
three-year legal battle over the issue, 
which pitted the governor's office artd 


Rxer with HIV wins lawsuit 


NEW YORK—m wt Important ruling on bahalT of 
haalth car* workers with AIDS, the New York state 
Division of Human Rights has charged a ms^or hos¬ 
pital upstate with discrimination for refusing to hire a 
pharmacist Infected with HIV. 

The Dec. 12 decision comes In the midst of a 
renewed national debate over the right of HlV-posi- 
tlve health care workers to continue performing 
their Jobs. 

Rejecting the hospital's argument that even a 
theoretical* risk of transmission justified severe 
limits on the pharmacist's duties. Human Rights 
Commissioner Margarita Rosa ruled that discrimi¬ 
nation based on HIV status violates New York's 
human rights law, which prohibits discrimination 
based on disability. 

Citing evidence and guidelines from medical 
authorities, including the federal Centers for Disease 
Control. Rosa charged that the hospital had ignored 
overwhelmirtg eviderKe that the [pharmacisf s] unre¬ 
stricted employment posed a negligible risk of infec¬ 
tion to patients.* 

The case arose In 1986 when the pharmacist 
was hired by the Westchester County Medical 
Center and came In for a routine pre-employ¬ 
ment physical. 

According to the pharmacist's lawyers at the 
Lambda Legal Defense Furtd, a nurse from another 
section of the hospital informed the hiring doctor 


that the pharmacist had tested HIV-positIve as a 
patient more than a year earlier. The hospital 
refused to give the man his Job, which was sched¬ 
uled to start a few days later. The pharmacist, 
whose name was withheld, filed state and local chal¬ 
lenges shortly afterward. 

The state decision follows by several months a 
similar ruling by the federal Office of Civil Rights. 
Both federal and state agencies have ordered the 
hospital to reinstate the pharmacist without restric¬ 
tions or penalty and with full back pay and seniority. 
The pharmacist was also awarded $30,000 for men¬ 
tal anguish and humiliation, reportedly one of the 
largest such awards in an AlOS-reiated case. 

According to Evan Wolfson, the pharmacist's 
main counsel at Lambda, the ruling Is especially 
important in light of the controversy generated by a 
recent case In Florida, where a female patient 
allegedly became infected with HIV after she was 
treated a dentist with AIDS. 

In the aftermath of that incident, hundreds of 
practitioners and medical organizations petitioned 
the Centers for Disease Control to reject calls for 
mandatory HIV-testIng of medk»l workers. In issuing 
her ruNng, Rosa said that the hospital was *compar- 
ing apples and oranges' and attempting to *misuse 
[a] tragic incident* as a basis for discriminating 
against the pharmacist.

health advocacy groups against a con* 
sortium of insurance companies and 
trade associations. 

Because of the lawsuit, the test¬ 
ing ban had never gone into effect. 
The regulation only applied to indi¬ 
vidual and small group policies 
which account for 10 percent to 15 
percent of health insurance policies 
written in the state. Other regulations 
still bar insurers from using any evi- 
dertce of HIV Infection against per¬ 
sons covered by large group policies 
of 300 or more. 

Health organizations and the gov¬ 
ernor’s office both voiced dismay at 
the ruling. 'The private insurance sec¬ 
tor has been all too successful at 
avoiding its share of the coat of AIDS 
care,* said David Hansell, deputy 
executive director for policy at Gay 
Men's Health Crisis. "You're effectively 
screening out a whole group, making 
them totally uninsurable.' 

According to Terry Lynam, a 
spokesperson for Gov. Mario Cuomo, 
who originally issued the order, the gov- 
entor was disappointed with the deci¬ 
sion but 'is still commined to Rndirtg a 
way to make health insurance available 
to people who are HIV-positive.* But 
Lynam admitled, "Vfc aren't exaedy sure 
how we are goirtg to proceed.* 

Some groups said that they would 
refocus their attention on the 
Legislature, which deebively rejected 
similar legislation proposed ^ Cuomo 
in 19B6. 

But according to most political 
observers, there is liPle chaiKe that a 
testing ban would survive both houses 
of the New York Legislature. 

Among the influential opponents 
of such a bill is Sen. Guy J. Velella, 
the Republican chair of the Senate 
Insurance Committee, who has 
warned that a test ban on insurers 
‘would impose the tremendous health 
care costs associated with AIDS and 
HIV illness on a disproportionately 
small percenuge of the pdicy holders 
of this state.* 

Insurance companies have esti¬ 
mated that rates for individual and 
small-group policy holders would soar 
from 132 percent to 500 percent if a 
testing ban is allowed to go into effect. 

Hansell, of GMHC, admitted that 
options on this issue are limited. ‘It 
looks like insurance companies will go 


on testing for HIV.* he said. ‘What we 
can do now is make sure that people 
who are on private insurar>ce rtow can 
keep their insurance for as long as 
possible and push to nuke Medicaid 
pay for the insurance premiums of 
people who can't afford it.* 

A bin currently beirig considered in 
the Legislature would extend Medicaid 
benefits to a greater portion of the pop¬ 
ulation than is currently protected 

Another measure would require 
small busirresses to extend insurance 
coverage for disabled enijiloyccv to up 


to 29 months, wlien Medicaid coverage 
would kick in. 

GMHC and other organizations 
have also lobbied hard to widen Blue 
Cross' Open Rnrollment Policy, which 
has no restrictiotM on applicants but 
charges higher deductibles than usual 
and also fought against proposed cuts 
in Medicaid proposed in Cuomo's bud¬ 
get earlier this year.

*1 don't bdieve it.* said Dennis De 
Leon, the city’s human rights commis¬ 
sioner. *1 doni believe the mayor would 
eviscerate the agency he stood for 
throughout his campaign.' 

The agency, with a staff of 240 and 
an annual budget of Sll million, is 
responsibie for representing piainiiffr in 
discrimination cases, mediating inter- 
group disputes and education geared 
toward preventing dberimiftation. The 


commission also seeks to eliminate 
‘systemic* discrimination, and De Leon 
cites the commissioa's recent revela¬ 
tions that city abortion dinics ate rou- 
tindy denying abortions to HIV-positive 
women as an example. 

*1 didn’t come here to preside 
over the demise of this commission.* 
added De Leon, the openly gay man 
who has headed the agency sinoe March 
of this year. 

The likelihood it wiU be uken off 
the table is £v. far greater than the like¬ 
lihood it wiD be diminated altogether,* 
a Qnr Hall source told OuriRw*. 

Aooording to that source, all of the 
city’s nearly 60 Independent agencies 
are in play to either be eliminated or 
have their reduitdant functions com¬ 
bined, but the Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion is ‘not high on the lisL‘ 

This fiscal year’s shortfall is cc|uiva- 
lent to nearly 9 percent of the city's 



total budget, and regular announce¬ 
ments of gaps have plagued the Dinkins 
administration since the mayor was 
sworn In hst January.▼ 


Cops Give Rivera Murder 
Bias Tag

NEW YORK—Police labeled the 
murder of a gay Queens man ‘bias-moti¬ 
vated* lust before Chrlamas, but ittsiead 
of serving as a salve, the tag further 
inflamed anti-violence activists, who 
have been demorKling diat classification 
for months. 

This leads me to be grossly in¬ 
sulted.* said Matt Foreman, executive 
director of the New York Qty Gay and 
Lesbian Anti-Vlolcnce Project. ‘[The 


Police Depaitmcnl’s] reasexiing is inex¬ 
plicable. They had this information for 
months, and refused R> apply thdr own 
standards.* 

Rivera's murder was given the bias 
ug on Dec. 17 by the New York Pohcc 
Deponment's five-member bias review 
panel, which rcdassiAcs crimes as cither 
bias-or ncxt-biasmoiivated 

Fbur days prior to the panel's deci¬ 
sion, Queens District Anorney John 
Sontued. whose office will prosecute the 


case, identified bias as the motivation in 
the crime at a picas oonforcnce. 

Previously, cops have said the 
Jackson Heights murder last July 2 was a 
drug-related robbery. Rivera was 
stabbed and beaten in the head with the 
claw end of a hammer near a school- 
yard in an aUey popular with gay men 
looldiig for sex. 

Three Queens men, Daniel Doyle. 
Eric Brown, both 20. and Esat Bid, who 
turned 19 in Jail, have been indicted on 




charges of secood-dcgree murder and 
criminal possession of a deadly weapon 
in Rivera's killing. All three are being 
hdd wkhoui bail on Rikera bland. 

Meanwhile. AVP's Foreman has 
charged that (he enertded time between 
the murder and (he bias firxllng b due to 
homophobia. Hie police demonstrated 
an esOraordinary reluctance to brand this 
a bias crime because of their own pre^t- 
dlce,’said FOcemafL 

But according to Capt. Charles 
Senxel of the NYPD’s bias investigating 
unit, the bias tag had to lake second 
place to a thorough investigation. The 
oops have bdieved since late August that 
Rivera’s alleged asaaibras were at a party 
together on July 2. 

In November, a fourth man now 
being held on Rikers Island on charges 
unrdated to the Rivera killing reportedly 
told cops that the three suspects had 
stated their Intention to commil a gay¬ 
bashing prior to the murder. But a fifth 
man identified in the sutement did not 
oonoboiaie the fourth man's tale, casting 
doubt on the original sutement. Only 
after the fourth man named bias as the 
alleged killers’ motivation under oath 
before two grand furies were investtga- 
tots fully confideta. 

Police declined to identify either 
man, and the grand jury testimony has 
not yet been urtsealed. Because thm b 
no comprehensive bias crimes law in 
New York state, the declaration of bias 
canles no added penalties. 

Early investigarive efforts were com- 
plicated by a lack of eyewitnesses, 
requiring cops to go door-to-door in 
Jackson Heigias. Detectives at the Il5th 
PreciiKt who headed the investigation 
will not say why they focused on the 
patty anended by the suspects, but the 
family of Brown began hearing from 
detectives in late August. 

It appears that the cops knew the 
ideraltis of Rivera's alleged killers for two 
or three mocahs prior to their arrests and 
spent time gathering evidetree to build a 
strong case. More than otte detective los 
referred ID the case as having been solved 
by ‘okMashioned police work.’ 

In the months since the killing, 
activists have mounted two democistra- 
tions aixl heckled Mayor David Dinkins, 
pressir^ their demands for the bias label 
aral, earlier in the kivestigaiion, for more 
police investigative resources and a 
higher reward for information ▼

Dressed in 'Queer Boy' and 
'Queer Girl' T-shlru, the protestors 
were dispersed throughout the aucfience 
and lepoitedty began bedding the talk- 
show host shortly after hb second com¬ 
mercial break. 

Viewcis saw Hall confronting about 
seven of the protestor s , who demanded, 
"Where are the gay guests, Arsenio?* A 
vMbly distuibed Hall Arst tried to ignore 
die bedding and then began shouting 
back at the protestors, loudly insisting 
that as an African American, he would 
be 'the last person' to discrimirute 
against another mkiorliy. - 


As the talk-show host grew louder 
and louder, so <ftd the other m embers of 
his audience, who stood up and began 
barking at the cameras. Arsenio's 
harangue reportedly lasted for at least 
ten minutes, during which he shouted 
that k was his show and that he had gay 
friencb both as employees and as 


guests—'but it’s no one's business if 
they're gay or not' 

The show then segued iixo a com¬ 
mercial, when, according to Queer 
Nation, about seven hecklers were 
removed from the set.

Alliance Agaittst Defamation's LA ofRoe, 
during a 1969 diow Arsenio compared 
an upcoming gay parade to the ’Lion 
Country Safari,' commenting that ’gay 
people should be allowed to cetebiaie 
whatever the hell it Is they celebrate.’ 
Hall repottedy then went on to mimic a 
stereotypically limp-wristed, mincing 
homosescual, throwing himself In foxM 
of an tanaglnaty car driven by a hetero¬ 
sexual family and shouting in a high- 
pkched voice; *Open your windowl See 
the homosexual lion safari!’ 

On another show, on Nov. 7 of 
this year, Arsenio encouraged guest 
Will Smith as he ’flipped his wrisu’ 
while describing an alleged band of 
gay devil worshippers. GLAAO said. 
And in a recent interview with ^KpU 
magazine. Hall describes Madonna's 
dancers as ’light in their Capezios’ attd 
says that you have to ’worry* about 
people like that.

EAST VILLAGE

ASSAULT 

NEW YORK—Two men who were 
assaulted In the East Village by a gang 
of youths identified two of their 
alleged attackers and had them 
arrested. One of die youths, a fuvenilc, 
was convicted by a * 

week later. 


The other young man arrested in 
connection with the anii-gay assault, 
Leonardo Sime, of 42 Rivingion St. on 
Manhattan's Lower East Side, reportedly 
is an active member of the armed 
forces who was on a ten-day pass. A 
spokesperson for the service refused 
commcni on the matter and declined to 
confirm that the arrested youth was a 
member of the force. 

Sime has been charged with 
assault in the second degree but has 
not yet been indicted, said Colleen 
Roche, a spokesperson for the Man¬ 
hattan disirict anomey. 

The incident began on East 4th 
Street, at about 11:30 on the evening of 
Dec. 15. According to Jaime Martinea, 
one of the two gay men who was 
attacked, the youths initiated the 
assault after screaming, *Yo, homeboy 
faggot! Get out of the neighborhoodT 

'First we were attacked by two 
people,' Martinea recalled, but thni, as 
he and his friend, Steven Cuba, tried to 
escape from the assault, a half-doaen 
yourtg men came after them and, after 
cornering them in a doorway, severely 
beat them. 


Cuba required six stitches to dose 
a gash on his brow, and Martinez sus¬ 
tained lacenatiom and bruises. 

They didn't even run away after 
they anacked us.’ recalled Otba. *They 
wera back down the street 150 feet and 
Just hung out some more.* 

The friend that Martinez and Cuba 
were on their way lo see, however, wit¬ 
nessed the attack from his apartment 
window, and he called the police to the 
scene. When the cops arrived just 
minutes later, the youths were still 
hanging out. 

Two arrests were made, and Cuba 
said that the incident was immediately 
dassifted as btas-relaled. 

Cuba also noted that when be and 
Martinez were at the precinct house 
filling out paperwork, several other 
groups of people came in to report 
that they, too, had been attacked. One 
of the two youths arrested In connec¬ 
tion with the attack on Martinez and 
Cuba was also identified by the other 
complaiiunta 

One group of complainants also 
alleged that they had been attacked 
with weapons. The fuvenlle In the case. 
15-year-^d Daniel Gonzalez, a run¬ 
away from Massachusetts, was con¬ 
victed in fomily court on Dec. 21, and 
will reportedly remain in detention at 
Spofford Juvenile Center until his 
reform-school sentence is determined.

MINNEAPOLIS—The Roman 
Catholic Archdiocese of St. Paul and 
Minneapolb has been ordered to pay 
nearly $20,000 to the gay Catholic group 
Dignity for violating members' civil 
rights by kicking the or^mization out of 
its meeting space at the University of 
Minnesou Catholic Newman Center. 

The Minneapolis Commission on 
Civil Rights said that the archdiocese 
violaied the city's gay rights law, which 
bans, among cither diings, housing db- 
CTiminaiion hosed on sexual orientation. 

The archdiocese must also pay a 
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115,000 cM fine to the dty. 

The local Dignity chapter was 
evicted following a 1967 Vatican direc¬ 
tive that required all groups utilizing 
Catholic edifices to affirm their alle¬ 
giance to Catholic teaching. Most other 
Dignity groups in the US and Canada 
were similarly given the boot 

The church says that homosexuals 
are 'objectively dlsorderledj' and have 
a tendency o^red toward an intrin¬ 
sic moral evil.' According to the 
Vatican, God intended for human sex 
acts to be open to the possibility of 
procreation, thus the church's bans on 
masturbation, birth control and oral 
sex, as well as gay sex. 

Dignity members say that sexu¬ 
ally aaive gays can be psychologi¬ 
cally healthy and that gay sex acts are 
not sinful. 

The Vatican requiremetu that iu 
renters support church teaching has 
been applied abnoat solely to gay orga- 
nizatiom. In Mintteapolis, for example, 
the Newman Center continues to rettt 
space to the Central American Solidarity 
Comminee and Weight Watchers, nei¬ 
ther of which supports Rome's state¬ 
ments on gays. 

The archdiocese plans to appeal 
the commission's niling alleging that its 
First Amendment right to freedom of 
religion has been infiriitged. 

Minneapolis Qty Council member 
Walter Dziedzic is also upset with the 
ruling and plans to call for a review of 
dte city's antwlisciimination ordinance. 

The $20,000 the church must pay 
Dignity includes $8,500 in punitive d^ 
ages. $100 in actual damages and 
$10850.38 in legal expertses.

D uncan and 
I were hav¬ 
ing dinner ai 
Benny's Burritos 
again. We were

Loitering at the door were three 
gay men who looked vaguely familiar to 
me from the two years IVe spetM cover¬ 
ing ACT UP meetings and Queer Nation 
demonstrations and going to parties at 
Maria's house in the Ban Village. 

DufKan and I were deep in con¬ 
versation when my eyes drifted over to 
the cute red-haired boy wearing a 
leather jacket. No uncommon occur¬ 
rences so far. 

He was facing away from me, sit¬ 
ting at the table where the football 
players had been. But it was the back 
of his jacket I was staring at. In fltte 
AlDS-activist radical/mod fashion, he 
had affixed a huge sticker to the 
leather, right between the shoulder 
blades. But far beyond the standard 
pink-aixl-black silence/vidence fare, 
this manifesto was unlike anything I 
had ever read before. 

The sticker, printed with its first

"The last one dumped me for a 
pretty negative,' the text continued. 
'Alth^gh he was accepting of irry so- 
tus. he said there wasn't enough pas¬ 
sion in our relaiion^ip. I agreed: It's 
hard to feel passion when your part¬ 
ner's afraid to kiss. This guy was sman: 
He knew his facts, but still, in his 
heart, kissing me meant death. OK, 


brother, follow your heart, and get the 
fuck away from me. Happy as I was to 
curse him. I began to worry about my 
future and my chattoes of feeling pas¬ 
sion again. the last one truly the 
last.’ For two weeks I fuitasized about 
suicide and celibacy. Then I met the 
next one, and we didnl talk of sutus 
or accepunce: We ulked about art. 
And in bed we shared so many kisses, 
so much passion, unhesitating. I felt

alhe and was alive, anA I forgot about 
the last one, the smart one, the pas- 
siortless one.' 

That sticker could have been the 
catalyst for dozens of conversiations I 
have had in the past year, at dinner 
parties in Brooklyn living rooms, on 
the beach at the Pines, in the locker 
room at the Y ar>d on the telephone 
late at night from my apartment on the 
Lower East Side. 

I have discussed the implications 
of positive-negative romance with a 


friend whose lover died a year ago last 
spring, after he found out that the boy 
he was dating had 350 T-cells. I have 
artalyzed it theoretically with another 
friend who has been single, and HIV- 
negative, for years. 

I have couttsded my friend Marc, 
who recently broke up with his 
boyfriettd arxJ now feds dut being 37 
and HIV-positive takes him out of the 
category of potential-boyfrietKl-materi- 
al. I have steadfastly avoided talking 
about the issue wWr two men I've slept 
with in the past year, privately railing 
against my dissatisfaction with the 
choices the age of AIDS has served up. 

Arxl when I had my secorxl HIV 
lest this past summer after a bout with 
shingles. I understood just how radical¬ 
ly those test results would aher my per¬ 
spective on all proceeding discussions. 

As it turns out. the owner of the 
jacket was also the author of the stick¬ 
er, one Rkk Jacobsen, an adminstrator 
at the University of California/San 
Francisco, who works with a new 
AIDS/gay activist art collective that 
calls itself Q Think. 

Rick told me that the collective is 
planning to put out five stickers a 
ntonih from now until June, when its 
members plan to assemble a book 
with all of their work, The stickers are 
reponedly becoming a pan of the Cas¬ 
tro landscape rather quickly. 

Other texu produced by the Bay 
Area artists indude a nxxwlogue by a 
Black lesbian whose brother is a drug 
addict with AIDS, and a gay man docrib- 
ing a dream in which all of his dead 
friends urge him to become an activist 

'As an HlV-positive person, it's 
distressing to think that I'm unsuit- 
able^-not for sex. because I can have 
sex in an anonymous setting, but for 
the trappiftgs of love,' Rick explained 
to me the ivext day on the phone. 
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Rick sees a community losing faith 
in the idea of ‘safe sex.' And be sees 
some pfctty ugly divisioas crapping up 
along antibody-status lines. 

'The announcements around oral 
sex this summer have shaken people’s 
belief in safe sex.* he commented. 
New studies have led some to believe 
that oral sex wfehout condoms is not as 
safe as many would like to believe. 

‘And there is a new generation of 
g*y people who grew up in the age of 
AIDS. iMit the people who are most 
afflicted are the peo^ of an older getv 
cratioa There b some feeling that there 
should be a barrier 
between the two,* 

Jacobsen under- 
sands drat the grow¬ 
ing diviaion is based 
on nsore than just 
fear. ‘If I had a lover 
die, and went 
through that painful 
process, I would be 
wary of going 
through that again,* 
he admitted. 

*Pethaps.* 

And my friend 
Marc sees some 
irony in this Ucit, 
incipient division 
growing in a com¬ 
munity so obsessed 
with civil rights atKl 
anti-bias laws. 

While choice of 
sexual partners is 
discrimination on the most personal 
terms, as Marc put it. ‘those arc the 
terms that hurt tiK most. I may be HIV¬ 
positive. but I still need to be kissed. 
But it's my responsibility to flixl some¬ 
body for whom rs not an issue. It's not 
my responsibility to conven someone.* 

And it sometimes works both 
ways. At another point in his HTV saga, 
just after his diagrKwis with ARC, Marc 
was reluctant to get involved with any¬ 
body, but especially sociteotte who had 
tested rtegaiive. Other friends have had 
similar experietices. 

‘It definitely has an effea on peo¬ 
ple,* Marc told me last week. ‘It's the 
central sexual issue.' 

Just scan the personal ads in any bar 
rag or skin mag to disoover die topic's 
powing popularity. Ads for Tiealthy guy 
seeking same* or, more bluntly, ‘HIV¬ 


negative only* appear more and mote. 

And in a community of men whose 
common bond is forged initially through 
sexual relations, any potential division 
along those lines is serious business. 

Rkk is arigry over what he sees as 
a trend away from ‘safe sex* and 
toward ‘safe people.' If a penon is not 
ready emotio^y. I’m not a sadist. If he 
can’t deal with the (ear associated with 
AIDS, he shouldn’t have a boyfriend 
vdio is HTV positive. But the idea of safe 
sex is that safe sex is for everyone. Safe 
sex means HIV pteventioa* 

Now, I know many happdy married 


couples in which only one of the men is 
poskivc or has AIDS. I know some men 
who have gotten involved with people 
with AIDS willingly and who would 
never change their minds, despite the 
emotional loS caring for a PWA can lake. 

I never knew anyone who ran 
out on his lover because he was 
sick. And my old roommate moved 
out of our apartment and irtto a tiny 
one-bedroom flat in Morningside 
Heights to take care of his best 
friend until he died. 

But I don't know anyone who 
hasn't thought about how his own 
antibody sutus, and that of his love 
object, would impact on the course of 
that rdationship. 

Sonte men absolutely refuse to 
allow die issue to become a factor in 
the decisions they make about love. 


After all, the personal is political, and 
safer sex is for everyone. Others treat 
HTV status as a component like any 
ocher in the choices they make about 
boyfriends and sexual partners. But for 
a community that dares to shout the 
name of love, most people’s positions 
seem to have evolved underground. 

In an address book that I have 
owned for about five years are the 
tomes of ten men who are dead. Anoth¬ 
er 20 are HIV positive, and about a 
dozen of them have AIDS, or are sick 
enough for HIV to have an impact on 
the way they live from day to day. An 
old boyfriend of 
mine moved back 
to his parents' 
house in the Mid¬ 
west last winter, 
after beoming loo 
sick to slay in 
New York any 
longer. 

In my own 
life, I am beyond 
die point where I 
can pretend that 
AIDS hasn’t 
become a part of 
everything I do. 
My HIV lest this 
pas summer cured 
me of that fmiasy. 
Although it was 
negative, it remind¬ 
ed me that this 
divbkm between 
poskive and nega¬ 
tive is impicctsc at best, because for peo¬ 
ple who are negative, the possibility of 
dipping across the line always exisa. 

And as HIV has become part of all 
of our lives, whether k’s in our own 
blood or in a friend’s, it has by neceasily 
become port Ol our relationships, loo. 
I've tried to stop pretending otherw i se, 
and lo son talking about how I want to 
incorporate it into my decisions about 
bve, and why. 

X>nc of the social issues of the year 
Is the diskiction between die positive 
and the negative,* Rick Jacobsen noted 
wisely. ‘It's ugly In .lomc respects. And 
k's going lo get uglier If we donT talk 
about k openly.* ▼

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Market for Bootleg 
AIDS Drug Thrives 


NEW YORK—Boodeg versions of 
an antiviral agent available only 
through dinical triab arc being sold on 
the AIDS drug uivlerground through¬ 
out the country. 

The drug, ddC b officially being 
tested in dinical trials conducted by its 
imnufiKturer, Hoffinann-laRoche. and 
the National Institutes of Health. A per¬ 
son with AIDS can only get the Roche 
drug by qualifying for entry into a trial 
or throu^ parallel track, a program 
that allows those who do not meet the 
study's criteTia to get the drug through 
their physicians. 

AIDS activists have accused Roche 
of blocking access to the parallcNiack 
arm of the studies. Physicians roust fUl 
out lengthy forms, and Institutional 
Review Boards, which safeguard the 
wdfare patients enrolled in drog stud¬ 
ies, are not in place, activists say. They 
add that Roche would iKt want to sup¬ 
ply free drags to tens of thousands of 
people with AIDS. In contrast, Bristol- 
Myers Squiib, the pharmaceutical com¬ 
pany testing a related agent, ddl, has 
passed out its experimctual agent gratis 
to about 12,500 people with AIDS. 
About 1,000 people have received ddC 
since Jutse through Roche's parallel- 
track program. The difficulty in getting 
into (IdC parallel track has creaied the 
tmdetground demand 

Over the post two months, buyer's 
dubs, groups that both import drags 
not approved in the US and sdl so- 
called bathtub versiorks of unavailable 
agents, have been offering homemade 
ddC “It's Ijeen very clear that Roche 
could be doing a lot more for people 
who want ddC,* said David Cold of 
ACT up/NY's treatment artd dau com¬ 
mittee. The huge demarkd for ddC (on 
the underground] is a result of that. 
Roche has rtolhing to gain.* 

A buyer's club in San Francisco, 


Healing Alternatives, promoted the 
knock-off ddC before they had it and 
quickly sold out when the stock 
arrived. The Dallas Buyer’s Qub start¬ 
ed getting calls from San Francisco and 
picked up the slack, the dub's director, 
Jim Campbell, told OulWeek. Prices 
vary, depending on the dub, but range 
from $55 to $75 for 400 .25 mg tablets. 

Buyer's dub directors are rductant 
to discuss their sources for obtaining 
the knock-off drag. One director told 
OutWftk that his supplier is the same 
one Roche uses. According to the cur-

rent issue of the ne«'sletter put out by 
the PWA Health Group, a Manhatun- 
based buyer's dub, the chemicals are 
obtained in bulk from an industrial 
supplier and then divided into mdivid- 
ual doses. This process must take 
place in an argon-gas atmosphere 
because the chemicals are sensitive to 
moisture in the air. For this reason, 
sealed airtight capsules are preferable 
to tablets, the rtes^etier says. 

Nevertheless, the PWA Health 
Group remairts undedded whether to 
sell bootleg ddC. Its board has been 
discussing the pros and cons, and a 
decision is expected sometime in Jan¬ 
uary. according to the group's director.

Buyers' clubs recommend that 
people with AIDS wanting ddC should 
ftrsi try the official route. The dosirtg 
will be correct; dinical improvemettts 
arkd side effects (neuropathy is the 
naain one) can be moctitored; and the 
drag costs nothing. The buyers’ dubs 
also say that the bootleg drag should 
not be taken witlmut physician super¬ 
vision. *rd just assume not earring 
ddC and have people get it another 
way,* said Lewin Usihon. secretary of 
the board of San Francisco's Healing 
AlteriHtives. *1 would prefer the dau 
be gathered* to make approval easier. 

In a few months, demand for 
bootleg ddC may plummet if the real 
stuff, along with ddl, gete early Food 
attd Drug Administtation approval. Last 
summer, Martin Delaney of San Firan- 
dsco-bosed Project Inform called for 
the release of both ddl and ddC by the 
end of 1990. Delaney's call has been 
endorsed by AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions, actrvisi groups 25 members 
of Congress. Acco^ng to Delaney In 
the Dec. 7 Issue of AIDS Treatmmt 
News, FDA approval could come as 
early as March 1991. 

Does selling a bootleg version of a 
drag restricted to use in dinical trials 
present legal problems? Probably, 
accordiftg to dub directors, but they're 
not worried about It. The fact is, It's 
an unapproved drag in testing stages,* 
Usilton said. That's the only concern 
we (lave—the FDA choosing to moke 
an issue of it.* He added: *Our rela¬ 
tionship with tike FDA in San Frarkcisco 
is pretty good. They’ve taken an aal- 
tude not to bother with Ixryer’s dubs.’ 

And it's not as if officials don't 
know what the dubs are doing. If the 
Feds are not already getting my newslet¬ 
ter,* Hodd said. I'd lie surprised *

Drug Unveiled

The company is more cautious, 
a spokesperson said. 

The drug, BI-RG-587. is consid¬ 
ered novel because it disengages 
replicaiion of the human immunodefi- 
deiKy virus through a route funda¬ 
ment^ different from ACT, the only 
drug approved for treatment of the 
virus, or the other experimental ACT- 
like dnigs, ddl and ddC 

But no one really knows whether 
k wil work. The oonipound has yet to 
leave the laboniory. No human has 
ever ingested k. And the company 
must file an investigational new-drug 
application with the Fbod and Drug 
Adminialratian before dinical triak can 
begin, a company spokesperson. Path- 
da Morrow, said The triais, which the 
company expects to begin in about a 
year, will be conducted both by 
Boehringer Ingdheim and the Nation¬ 
al Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases AIDS Qink^ TriaU Group, 
Morrow said 

The development of BI-RG-587 
was made public in the Dec 7 issue of 
Science. According to the aitide. the 
new agent targets an HIV-1 enzyme, 
reverse transcriptase. While halting repli- 
cahen of HTV, k does not harm heakhy 
edk k does not work againsi HIV-2, a 
strain of the virus prevalcm ptimatily 
in Africa. 

Researchers say that the dnig is 
believed to work 1^ inretTupting an 
early stage of vital replication during 
which RNA transcribes itself into 
DNA. The drug inhibits the process, 
preventing the host cell from accept¬ 
ing the altered gertetic material. 

The ScSenoe article corkinucs that 
because BI-RG-587 does not inaerrupt 
normal cell activity, k may have fewer 
adverse side effects than nudeoside 
atulogs ACT. ddl. atKl ddc.

Menopause and Lesbians

M rnopaus« 

Ceasing 
menstruaiion is 
viewed by Amer¬ 
ican culture only 
in the context of 
aging and loss of 
reproductive ca¬ 
pacity. The script 
for dealing with it 
is a whispered one, and its text is 
banal. The message is dear It's over, 
it’s downhill, it's time to bow out 
gracefoOy from >Txithful living. 

look at the youth-reveling, male- 
defined. misogynist myths of women 
at middle age: shrew, merry widow; 
old bitch with shriveled skin and 
ovaries and a dried-out pussy. The 
feminist-informed view of the older 
female is much more positive: old 
ciorte, wise woman, witch of Wicca. 
sage, goddess mother. Of coutse many 
Oikures exhibk more positive attitudes 
toward aging than the dominant cul¬ 
ture here In tlte Uniicd States. 

On the medical floor at Barnes 
and Noble, there are 12 shelves cor>- 
taining books under the subiect 
heading of ■Women’s Health." 
Among the dozens of books on 
pregnane)’ and childbirth, scores on 
child-rearing, exercise aixl diet, there 
were four titles on menopause They 
have euphe-mistic names like 
Change c/ Life. All address straight 
women with topics like a woman’s 
changing role in the family, pain with 
intercourse and male impotence. 
Menopause is neatly hidden at the 
bookstore and in our lives. AruJ as 
lesbians, we cleariy don’t have ade¬ 
quate reflections of our experience. 

What are the differciKes m our 
lives that change our experieiKe of 
menopause’ Lesbians generally have 
fewer prcgiuncies in a lifetime, aiad 


thus we have more years of unrelent¬ 
ing menstruation. Wr get leas gyneco¬ 
logical health cate, but more aggres¬ 
sive medical interventions when we 
see gynecologists (after all. we don’t 
need our uteri). We make fewer visits 
for contraceptives and abortions. At 
meiKipause, we may be more ready 
than straight women to give up the 
experience of menstruation and leas 
apt to buy ii«o the myth that fertility is 
the symbol of womanhood 

We certainly have differera issues 
related to sexuality, family, relation¬ 
ships and lifestyle. 

As an uttered word, menopause 
ranks with masturbation for having an 
unpleasant, almost embarrassing. 
soutKl to it. It’s something that all 
women do, but we do it alone, don’t 
like to talk about it—and, well, 
whether it’s a joy or a bone is our own 
persorul secret. 

The joy of menopause? Is the 
writer nuts? Perhaps for the youngsters 
out there reading, bleeding every 
month is a vital sign at 22, but believe 
me. it gets old as the years tick by. 
Imagtrte nut havirtg to plan sex dales 
arouTKl That time of the month’ And 
the money saved in unpurchased 
menstrual products can be spent on 
new sex toys! But old myths die hard. 

MetKipause is simply the end of 
periods. It happens naturally in 
women between 45 and 55, and it’s 
not really unusual at 59 or 40. It also 
occurs in women who have lost their 
uterus to surgery due to cancer, 
fibroids or eiKlometriosis. In those 
women who have also lost their 
ovaries, the symptoms of lowered 
estrogen levels will also occur. In the 
rutural event of menopause, it's the 
diminishing estrogen levels that cause 
cessation of periods 

Many hormones play a role in 





female sexual and reproductive fime- 
tions such as mensiruatioa pregnancy, 
breast-feeding and sexual response. 
But the key hormone In menopause is 
estrogen. When a woman’s store of 
eggs is rK> longer available or viable, 
estrogen ceases to be produced by the 
ovaries. The result is lack of ovulation 
and menstruatian, atvd also a general¬ 
ized set of txxly changes related to 
estrogen depletion. The body has 
relied on estrogen frir many complex 
activities rrtJt related to periods. But 
when the ovaries stop making estro¬ 
gen. the body is still able to create 
some from building blocks in the 
ackxrrul glands and in stored body fat. 
In fact, heavier women sometimes 
have fewer problems with bothersome 
symptoms such as hot flashes. 




Menopause: A Medical Model 

Whai are the symptoms of 
menopause? Of course, it varies for 
each us. Some women stop bleed¬ 
ing without any other noticeable 
changes. Other women have complex 
medical emocional problems around 
the time of mertopause. 

The common problems that many 
women encounter are irregular bleed- 
mg patterns, hot flashes, changes relat¬ 
ed to osteoporosis, irtsomnia, fatigue, 
mood swings, vaginilis, decreased vagi¬ 
nal lubrication, loss of skin elasticity 
and tone, urinary tract irtfcctions and 
urinat>' irtcontinerKe. constipaiion and 
cardiovascular problems. Not all of 
these problems are rdaied to decreased 
estrogen. There is however, a dear con¬ 
nection between estrogen artd inegular 
bleeding, hot flashes, changes in the 
vagina and osteoporosis. The body's 
natural estrogen is needed for regular 
cydes, bone formation and vaginal wall 
health and lubrication. 

Irregular bleeding and hoc flashes 
are usually temporary responses to 
fluctuatiitg levels of estrogen prior to 
the cessation of periods. Irregular 
bleeding may also be caused by more 
serious conditkxis such as uterine carv 
cer and should therefore be moni- 
tered. Heavy bleeding, even when 
sporadic, may result in anemia. Good 
medical care is essential to minimize 
compUcations. 

Hot flashes often begin before, 
arxl eitd after, the menopause. They 
may last far months or >ears. The flash 
is a very urtpleasam, hot, drenching, 
dizzying sensation lasting for a few 
minutes and recurring as often as 
dozens of limes in the day or night 
They arc disabling to some women 
due to the inability to deep well or 
conduct fKimul activities. They even¬ 
tually subside on their own. 

OstcopofoSB is the loss of msteral 
content of the bones, especially calci¬ 
um. It occurs at a slow rale in all 
adults over 35. Without normal 
amounts of estrogen, women experi- 
CTKe very accclcfalcd mineral losses 
and become prone to spontaneous 
bone fractures, especially in the hips 
and back bone. Thin Caucasian 
women with small bortes are at great¬ 
est risk. 

Addilionall>'. with irtcreasing age 
women are mtjrc likely to have higlicr 


cholesterol arxl mote high blood pres¬ 
sure, heart attacks, strokes, irregular 
bean rhythms and hardening of the 
arteries. Estrogen ntay play a protec¬ 
tive rdc in some, bu not all of these 
changes. Women need regular medical 
.scfcenrr^ to find early signs of cardiac 
or cimilaiory problems. 

In the current Western medical 
model, many women are offered 
estrogen (called 'estrogen replace¬ 
ment therapy') to relieve the symp- 


lofits of flashes and vagirul dryness 
and to prevent osteoporosis. While 
estrogen can be beneficial in these sit¬ 
uations. evidence is mixed as to 
whether or not estrogen improves or 
compromises cardiovascular health. 
And estrogen does increase risk of 
uterine cartcer— oikI probably breast 
cancer as well. Women on estrogen 
therapy are more likely to have gall 
bladcler stones, fluid retention, worv

Whither the Primary Infection Committee?

W Eten kcomes 
lo HIV re¬ 
search. lEte AIDS 
Clinical Trials 
Group is ai a cross¬ 
roads. It is much 
harder to tell, 
however, whether 
those responsible 
recognize this or 
are up to the challenge. 

More than a year ago. the ACIG 
completed its first major trials, all of 
AZT. Two stuefies CACTG 002 and 010) 
demonstrated that lower doses of ACT 
(600 mg or 300 mg per day, talher than 
the original 1200 nig) were safer aitd 
just as effective. Two others (ACTG 016 
and 019) demonstrated (with a tiny 
numtier of AIDS cases in a huge sam¬ 
ple size) that ACT, taken early, lowered 
the risk of progressing to An>S. 

The ACTTG rushed headlong after 
the next nucleoside analog, ddl, 
which was emer gin g from phase-one 
trials ready for large efficacy studies. 
These giant trials—which sought 
2,600 people, whereas tlie origiiul 
ACT trial itfed just 240 (the inefficien¬ 
cy of sacrificing a placeboO—opened 
la« fall, just as the ACTTG entered a 
deep-freeze because ks data-arulysis 
facilities were being moved from 
North Caroliru to Harvard. Luckily for 
the ddl trials, sponsor Bristol-Myers 
was martaging the dau itself 

But unluckily for the ddl trials, they 
became ensnared in the prirtcipal inves¬ 
tigators'. or Pis', dogged campaign 
against the expaixled^Mxess program 
which ACT UP had won from Brislol- 
Myers, the FDA and the NIH. While 
hundreds of paticnis enroBed in the tri¬ 
als, thousartds (most of whom cxxildn't 
enroll in the studies) enrolled in 
expanded access. The Pis dedaicd war 
on paraBd track, frroding Gina Kolata of 
The New Ybrk nmes inaccurate, exagger¬ 
ated ftguics on the dangers of ddl Kob- 


u's hatchet pieces in November 1909 
aitd March 1990 nearly slopped all ddl 
research dead in its tracks Enrollment 
fell in both the expanded-access pro- 
f^am emd in the that. Ihe reseaichets 
had shot themselves in the feat 

Now, after Bristol-Myers agreed 
to expand erary criteria (now anyone 
with fewer than 200 T4 cells, regard¬ 
less of symptoms, can enter ACTG 
116. and people with fewer than 300 
can enter if they have symptoms) and 
simplify the studies, enrollment is 
proceeding rapkly once mexe. 

The three ddl trials are about 80 
percent enrolled. Answers will be in 
within a year. FDA approval is a fore¬ 
gone conclusion; the real question 
now is when. When the triab finislV 
Or sooner’ 

With the ACT triab done and the 
ddl trials filling up, the ACTTG must 
start planning a new, innovative 
research agerteb. Their Primary Infec¬ 
tion Committee, which soaks up tlie 
lion's share of ACTG resources, b in a 
state of transition, but ks agenda b still 
tcx> narrow. They're switching chairs 
from Thomas Mcrigan of Stanford to 
Douglas Richnun of UC/San Diego. 

Richman learned virology under 
Mcrigan and b co^xincipal investiga- 
tor on many of Merigan's studies. 
He's made more discoveries in the 
field of AIDS than hb mentor, howev¬ 
er—for example, he discovered how 
rapidly HIV l>ecomes resistant to ACT. 

For these Pb, chariging priorities 
means switching ficxn ACT to *new‘ 
arulogs such as ddl and ddC. (it's 
time lo moi/e on, guys/) 

It means switching from nucleo¬ 
side monotherapy to combirvtions of 
nucleosides. The new buzz b abexit 
how ‘prombing* Margaret Fischl's 
study of combination AZT/ddC is 
going, i^you liked AZT alone, youTe 
going to tour it In combination/) 

Scores of new compounds which 


do not resemble ACT are emerging 
from test tubes around the world. 
(.Wbo is going to test them/) 

The ACTG has. k b true, tested 
other potentbl antivirals. It opened 
over six trials of soluble CD4, for 
example. Thb recombinant wonder 
drug of two years ago failed to meet 
its promise, however. Later studies 
showed that the drug works Ixtter on 
bb bobtes of HIV than on real peo¬ 
ple's viral strains. There are many 
possibilities for thb: Some believe that 
people's own antibodies beat CD4 to 
the infected cells, others that viruses 
are already coated with the body's 
own soluble CD4. 

In any case, r» dlnical benefits 
were rK)ted from (3)4. The big guns 
of Primary Infection seem ready, at 
bst, lo abarKlon thb first product of 
‘rational* drug design. Maybe k's time 
to go back to raiKlom screening. 

or course, the ACTG did test 
dextian sulbte (three times), ribavirin 
(twice) and Ampligen (twice). (The 
ampligen people are back in force, 
rtow talking about a newly dbcoveted 
‘synergy’ with AZT aixl how their 
drug prevents ACT lesbtarKe and sta¬ 
bilizes T cell counts for two years). 
The ACTG b even talking about test¬ 
ing mid-‘80s drugs, like Imuthiol. k 
never got around to the first time. 
And maybe by 1995 theyll be talking 
about protease inhibkofs. 

VChile Mcrigan b steppktg down as 
PI core chair, he b being nominated to 
the Executive Committee, or EC, by 
arwther former studerk. BC Chair Larry 
Corey. Arxl hb successor, Richnun, b 
seeing to ft that ocher ACIG resource 
committees (e.g.. Immunology. Virolo¬ 
gy and Neurology) stick dosely lo the 
orthodox research agerKla. There b a 
new subcommittee devoted to viral 
resistance. Resistance has only been 
demonstrated wkh ACT, and k has yet 
lo be proved clinically signifkaik. Wbik 




dtO and ddC have not been ibown to 
provoke resistance, they are similar to 
AZT in that they art not cures So. while 
resistanoe is an interesting intellectual 
problem in virology, there is rto evi¬ 
dence that k is a malor public research 
problem, to be tackled with federal 
funds. Ihe Primary Infection Pis must 
learn that their own discoveries are rtot 
ctecesaarky the nation’s research priori- 
lies. Ihe apparent changes at the ACTC 
amoufk lo Ikde mere than a reshufflmg 
of the current movers and shakers. 

The Primary Infection Conunktee 
brooks rto disseru. At the full commk- 
tee meeting in November, no ques¬ 
tions were entertained. Even Martin 
Delartey, the community constkuetKy 
representative to the committee, 
raised his hand repeatedly in vain 
after Merigan's sales pkch 

Vbert is tbe National Institute of 
AOergies and Irfectious Diseases in all 
tbUI It's hard to teU. If NUID were 
doing ks |ob, k would be leaning bard 
on the ACTG lo force aside all obsta¬ 
cles to the study of new antiviral thera¬ 
pies. Protease inhibfion, TTBO deriva¬ 
tives, tat inhfbkors, synthestic hyperidn 
have all been enthusiastically discussed 
for more than a year.

Where are tbe imtmmekased tberu- 
piesl In early 1989, the Biological 
Response Modifiers Conunktee of the 
ACTG was disbanded—‘for lack of a 
mission.'' In November 1989, the 
Immunology Committee— ukicb isn Y 
funded to corutua trials, even though

Say It Isn’t So

There may 
very well be a good reason for her 
absetKe (we have heard that Greitzer 
was on her honeymoon, celebrating her 
recent traditiorul-family’ union), but 
there is no excuse for her deceptive 
news release. As chair of the Conmmrr 
Affairs Committee, .Greitzer should know 
somcthiitg about truth in advenising 
Greitzer's news release goes on to 
refer to her as a 'co-prime sponsor of 


the bill.' Just what is a co-prime spoit- 
sor) No one really knows. The bill has 
a prime sponsor, Carolyn Maloney, atxl 
many co-sponsors, of which Greitzer is 
one.

The newrs release 
cofKludes, '(fouiKil member Greitzer 
also extended her appreciation to 
merrrbers of the advocacy community 
and members of the Family Diversity 
Coalition for their assistaiKC aixl coop¬ 
eration in the completion of this bill.' 
Greitzer's suggestion that our commu¬ 
nity gave her its assistance and cooper¬ 
ation is patronizing and gratuitous. 

It was, after all, our idea. It is no 
woiKlcr that she was rated as the Council 
memlier with the worst persoculity in the 
19B7 lyatiy Sens survey that asked a 
select group of respondents—from both 
within attd outside govemmetx—to rate 
the 55 Cky (kxittdl members and (Council 
President Andrew Stan in 25 areas laixg- 
ing from dedication lo inielligeiKe. The 
respondents were chosen because their 
positions placed them in direa workirtg 
contact with the Council. One resportdent 
was quoted as sa>ing tlkU Greitzer is 'a 
very difficult person, often Jealous and 



vindictive.' That sounds about right Our 
community deserves betta. 

• Caud Greitzer's old friend. Ed 
Koch, has been up to his old homopho¬ 
bic tricks again. In his Dec. 11 New 
York Poat commeMaiy, he cotxlemrMrd 
ACT UP aixl declared his soHdariiy with 
Cardinal O'Connor and the Catholic 
church. Koch says that he went to St. 
Patrick's on Dec. 9 to stand up for the 
church and to show Catholics that he is 
a friend who b always dierc for them. 
Aitd just in case the average Amt reada 
thought that Koch was one of those 
homosexuals, Koch deverly reminds us 
that he's heterosexual throughout the 
piece: 1 arrived at the cardinal's resi¬ 
dence at 9:50 and was met by Eileen 
Vdiitc, the cardinal's personal lawyer. 
She is a beautiful, brilliant young 
woman about 30 years of age,' Koch 
wrote. Three paragraphs later, he con¬ 
tinued: The cardinal's anractlve and 
charmiitg niece came into the room. VRr 
greeted one another, having met before, 
artd as we went inio the cathedral, I 
saki to her jocularly. ‘HI protect you, 
atKl youll protect me.” 

I think that it b terribly sexist of 
Mr. Koch that in two instances a 
woman's physical appeararree b noted 
before any of her other attributes. 
Koch does not describe the physical 
beauty, or lack thereof, of any of the 
men he speaks of in the commentary, 
such as Cardinal O'Connor, Cardinal 
Bcmadin or the monsignor. 

Our former mayor goes on to say:

He forgets that the 
pofx was silent when all seven mdlion 
Jews and gays were killed by the Nazis. 

Aitd Koch nukes no mention in 
his article of the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people around the world who 
have died of AIDS and how the church 
is responsible for so nuny of those 
deaths through iu intolerance and 
resisunce to safer-sex education. (He 
did work in a comparison between last 
year's demo and KristallnachL) 

Ihe church has blood on its hands 
for its role during the AIDS crisis, aiKl 
so docs formcr-Mayor Ed Koch. I 
applaud ACT UP for being the foot sol- 
dim m the fight against AIDS and con¬ 
demn Ed Koch for his synquihy with 
the cardinal. Koch denies that he is 
gay. He says that a ain't so—and I'm 
glad. It saves us the embarrassment.

Exercise is dMfi^t to begin as 
we get elder, but it to csscixial to pre¬ 
vent osteoporosis. Weight-bearing 
exercise such as walking, fogging, 
sports or cycling are important in 
maintaining bone mass. 

Sex to good for us. It keeps the 
vagbu healthy. Most women say that 
sex gets bcoer with age. Sexual stimu¬ 
lation by oneself, panner or toys 
increases blood supply to the vaginal 
area and mainuins healthier tissues. 
The creative use of water-based hibri- 
cants becomes a new foy. 

Vitamins and supplements are 
often very helpful in the process of 
menopause and prevention of osteo¬ 
porosis. There are hormone-containirig 
herbs such as licorice root, sarsaparilla, 
lady's slipper and Mack cohosh that 
can be used for symptoms such as hoc 
flashes and vagin^ dryness. Herbs are 
like medicine, however, and should be 
used in consukaiion with a naturopath 
or herbalist. 

Acupuncture, along with Chinese 
heits, may provide symptomatic relief. 
Creams arid ods such as vitamin E od. 


wheat germ ol or calcfKlub cream are 
great for healing irriiated vaginal ttowies, 
aixl a perineal massage to a fun way to 
start or cixl the day. Degds. or vaginal 
tightening exercises, help prevent urine 
leaking, which to common in older 
women who have had chddretv 

Problems that are stress-rebled or 
emotional in content are not more 
conuiran in older women, who often 
have a more mature and adaptive 
respoiue to life's problems. When 
mood changes occur in the time of 
menopause, it to often reblcd to other 
medical symptoms, such as hot flashes 
interrupting a good night's sleep. Sokt- 
tiorrs to these proMertts require allevi¬ 
ating symptonts, artd stress-fcduction 
lechniepjes. body work or convention¬ 
al therapy. 

I do not believe that any big 
chartge in our liviirg to easy to erribraoe 
and navigate. Change to facing the 
unknown and our fears about it But as 
lesbians approaching or passing 
through the ntenopause. It to our right 
to dedde fix ourselves what ihe expe¬ 
rience means and how to hartdie it. 
Many of us will live 30 years or iikxc 
after the cessation of our periods.

Tower* and ’Carbo: Booze. Buns and Hazy Nights for 
Reclusive Film Star.* After being vehemently anti-outing, 
Star's Janet Charlton outed Madonna's boj^rlend, Tony 
Ward, as bisexual. Deborah Norville viciously attacked 
OutVMi editor-in-chief Gabriel Rotdlo on The Today Show 
for invading people's 'private* lives—but eight months later 
championed Nartcy (^litu as a great gossip reporter for 
asking Jack Kemp if he was gay (go figureO. Joan Rivers, 
who attacked outers throughout die Forbes revelations, now 
tells Richard Chamberlain queer fokes. The Advocate, which 
came down against outing, didn't reveal that it had. in the 
post, outed such luminaries as Greg Louganis, Lily Tomlin 
and k.d. lartg. 

Outing’s Rock 'n* Roll Hall of Fame: Mick Jagger and 
David Bowie did some dancing in the sheets, according to 
Angela Bowie, David's ex, who said that she caught them in 
bed arid decided to *eat breakfrst* rather than break it up. 

Biggest FBp-Flopt Cher began the year by denying her 
daughter's queer side only later—months later and after 
numerous attacks—to defend whatever 'choice* dear 
Chastity makes about her sexuality.

Paris Is Burning, 
Tongues Untied, Fun Down There, 
Oranges Are Not the Only Matt, SHertce • 
DeaA, Macbo Dancer and Nocturne are 
just a fow of the better-known tides liom 
the seemingly endless and extremely 
e c lect i c Bow of creativity that 1990 wit¬ 
nessed. This enormous outpouring fed 
the alieady-catablished gay ard lesbian 
Aim and video festivals of New York, Los 
Angeles and San PnatKisco atd would 
oontrtfxite to the growth of new venues 
such as New York’s Lookout Gay aid 
Lesbian Video Festival. All of this height¬ 
ened visibility made the Washington 
busybodies antsy, aid it came as litde 
surprise when San Ftancisoo’s festival co¬ 
ordinators, ftameline. revealed that they 
were being probed by the grant givas. 

Collectives became the order of 
the day for artists seeking common 
ground, shared visions aid united poli¬ 
tics. New York collectives Diva TV. 
GANG, Gran Piiry, House of Color and 
Testing the Limits made splashes, with 
video work Cast proving to be the pre¬ 
ferred mode of communication. When 
Gran Fury took their antics to Venice 
for the Biennale and stirred up trouble 
abroad, the momentum of these groups 
became irresistible.

This Year in Music

The best of 1990 must first 
acknowledge just how bad it got 
before it got good. (*Oh. baby, justify 
my love.') 

Homophobia became an accept¬ 
able marketiitg tool for major labeb in 
1990—even those owned by powerful 
white queers. Axl Rose lirted up con¬ 
fused adolescent boys and proceeded 
to pick their pockets cleaner than a 
shrink in heat, fielding the pandemic 
masculinity crisis. Rap went top ^ by 
whitewashing its inherent political dan¬ 
ger. becoming accepuble only when 
girls, gold and sexual violence took 
control of its verbal imagery. And 
Turbo (of Snap) freaked out in a 
Boston gay bar, commining a homo¬ 
phobic assault on the bar owner (‘justi¬ 
fy my love,' Indeed). Only the quick 
response of the San Francisco-based 
Dance DJ Association along with the 
Boston and New York gay communities 
to pull Snap from their play lists until a 
public apology was given brought 
Tiirbo to his knees, so to speak. 

Then there's the absurd image of 
the presidetu of Atlantic Records grand- 
standing on the freedom-of-speech 
READ MY UPS—Sangw/Actniist Jinmf SomttvHh 


issue. Ills champi- 
orting of .sexual vio¬ 
lence into the pan¬ 
theon of high 
culture proved to 
be only a device to 
increase corporate 
profit. Little did he 
seem to care about 
the rise in gay¬ 
bashing and the 
increase of publicly 
accepted misogyny. 

But it only took 
three minutes in a 
live Grammy 
Awards TV perfor¬ 
mance by 2 Live 
Oew for the Ameri¬ 
can public to cut 
through the hype 
and see the ridicu¬ 
lous spectacle of 
grown men acting 
like 13-year-old 
kids braggitig about 
the very thing that 
scares them to 
death: women and gay sexuality. Oth¬

The good news is that 
women continue to do it for 
themselves. The Indigo Girls, 
Mdtssa Etheridge, Monie Love, 
(^ueen Latifah, Michele MalocK, 
the Hcartthrobs, Nenah Cherry, 
and others prove that women 
can staixl on a stage, open their 
mouths and be much more 
than some boy 
or girltoy. And 
as more and 
more artists 
today arc 
addressing the 
issues of free- 
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dom of choice artd control over one's 
body, queers everywhere are bandirtg 
together lo trake a loud musical noise. 

The following music wrap-up is a 
reflection of what 1 believe are the 
essentiaJ pop records of 1990.

In Tie Godfatber, 
Part lU—tei about 20 years after ^ end 
of Part a— he chooses the church to do 
the final lauixlering of his business and 
his soul, and he leanu one of the prima¬ 
ry lessons of the Christian era: Never 
tnist the Vatican. 

The first Godfatber film was about 
loyalty to, and preservation of. the family- 


as-abomination, arvd the parallel story¬ 
lines of Part a simuhancousty traced die 
rise and the dissolution of Ok Corleone 
ctan. Both movies viciously dccortstruct 
‘family values* by equaling familial 
horsor with a homicidal code of acquisi- 
lion aitd retributkm—which eventually 
consumes the last of Michad's humani- 
ly. Part iH expands that equation to

The impulse for (thbl exhibkion 
was to get people thinking about what 
an can dbatxM AIDS," observed Robert 
Atkins, an organizer of AuMie Actiom.

'WBe are the conscience itxlustry, and we 
know that an can do a lot to get the 
svord out about this crisis." 

And the three exhibitions that com¬ 
prise Posititie Actioru provide a rare 
opportunity to see artwork that chal¬ 
lenges and inspires, displayii>g the tians- 
muution of private grief and anger 
about AIDS into the realm of public an. 
Held in con|unctloo with Day Without 
Art, the competkiottt generated 220 pro¬ 
posals from which three finalisis will be 
selected to develop projects. One of 
these finalists will then be awarded a 
$5,000 grant from the Public Art Fund to

to dre AIDS crisis" for tksplay in a public 
cky kxatiaa 

A good half of the competkions’ 
proposals are on display at the dock- 
tower Gallery, the rest can be found at 
the union headquarters of District (foun- 
cR 37 in Lower Manhattan and the Long- 
wood GaOery in PS 39 In the Bronx, sites 
chosen to bring this exhibition to audi¬ 
ences traditionally bypassed by the Man¬ 
hattan art circuk. 

"Vs important to the community to 
see this artwork," said Fted Wilson, the 
director of the Longwood GaHery, who 
w81 bfiftg public school students to view 
the exhibit The South Bronx is 
so hard hk by the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic. The kids here have seen 
everything, and they’re dying 
for an opportunity to learn more 
about art and about AIDS. In 


the South Bronx, every day is a day 
without ait* 

Eixiees were received from the US, 
Europe and the Soviet Union, and 
indude works in every knaginafale medi¬ 
um: a billboard attacking the idea of 
quarantiniiig PWAs, abstract and figura¬ 
tive sculpture, a painted mural of a 15- 
fooc-to-2CMbot-call candle for a building 
lobby, photographs of AIDS activists in 
front of St Panic's, a reconsouction of 
the American flag to indude a panem 
found in HIV and 15 drawings submkied 
by a sixth-grade class from Queens 
about the dangers of IV-drug use. 

Sonne of the proposals ate simple 
and straightforward, such as a 
billboard by Mary Blackey 
showing dioe imprinted wkh the 
word "AIDS." The billboaid Is 
captioned; Taking a Chancef 
Win You Beat the Odds?"

When asked whether his latex tun- 
ttel, which simulates the experience of 
traveling through a ocmdam, might dis¬ 
courage motorists, Harley replied, 
’Maybe we should provide some hibti- 
cani for anyone entering.’ 

In the sculpture PaunMn of Tuts, 
by Soott dilibrd Siken. teats flow from 
the eyes of a gaunt PWA as a Black 
child arxl an old woman look on in 
agony, like a modern-day Piedi. ’AIDS 
b a complex issue,’ attained Siken. 
lit] tteeds to be addre»ed by all the 
different races and ages.’ At tite sculp¬ 
ture's base are the names and dates of 
plagues of the past; the endpoint of the 
current epidemic has, of course, yet to 
be filled ia 'There has to be a certain 
optimbm in a public work. It has to 
p^ to a resolution,’ insists Siken, who 
would like to see the sculpture near the 
UN. ’because AIDS b a world issue and 
needs to be dealt with by an integrated 
community.’ 

Educating the public about AIDS 
inspired many entrants, ndudirtg Meryl 
Meisler, an ait teacher in Brooklyn who 
proposes to rum the waiting room out¬ 
side the nurse’s oAke in her school into 
an AIDS information area. Mebler's stu¬ 
dents submitted qucstioits they had 
about the disease; questioru which, 
dwuld she win the competition, will be 
mounted along with their answers—in 


Spanbh and English—on the walls. 
Some, however, may require lengthy 
expl i cat i o n : *What color b AIDST and "K 
you’re marhed, can you still catch AIDS 
from your husbaixP* 

’These students are entering 
puberty, and they’re really scared,’ 
remarked Mebier. 'Tbey'ie discovering 
their sexuality, and they’re seeirig their 


rteighbors die.’ 

Like Mebler’s students, Positim 
Actions asks us questforu for which 
the answers are not readily apparerM. 
Whatever work b finally selected from 
this competition, there are 220 
entrees waiting to challenge the 
viewer and 220 tough questions that

Making the 
Political Personal 

An Interview With Barbara Wilson

School bored her. She didnt Icara 
(o read until age seven. Droppirtg out 
of college while maforing in philoso¬ 
phy, she went off to see the world She 
studied for a year in Spain, traveled to 
Morocco, Portugal and Scandinavia, 
where she eixled up selling souvenirs 
in a hotel in Norway. Somewhere along 
the litre, she bought a few dictionaries. 
Finally returning to the Sutes, she 
learned how to print in a friend’s moth¬ 
er’s garage. 

Now Barbara Wil¬ 
son is a publisher, 
author and transla¬ 
tor—and the reigning 
queen of the lesbian 
mystery ix>vd. In addi- 


uic puDucanon 
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tkxt to CD-fbundirtg, coedilittg artd co¬ 
publishing one of the premiere lesbiarv- 
feminiat publishers, Seattle's Seal Press, 
she has written sb noveb (irrcluding 
her latest, Gaudi Afternoon) and a 
book of short stories, translated four 
other works by lesbbrt-feminiat authors 
aixl b currently at work on three other 
books. On a recent cold attd rainy Seat¬ 
tle-like day in Philadelphia, Wilson 
talked about success. Seal, writing and 
the publkalion of her latest book. 

Barbara Wilson 
has been wrkiitg sitKe 
it became a central 
focus of her life at age 
eight. *1 really didn’t 
like school unless I

could create my own protects,* she 
remembered. 

*1 had a teacher In sixth ^adc who 
had us do reports on different countries. 
I made mine in the form of a woman 
traveliitg artd seitding loters back. I had 
drawings of ckxhes and all this informa- 
tkx). The teacher loved it She was very 
supportive of my imagination.’ As a 
OtfiRian Scientist, Wilson was exempted 
from all science classes, instead she 
spetu hours in the library where the 
librarians devised projects with her like 
shadow boxes of TbeJUad' 

The resourcefulness that she cul¬ 
tivated at this early age continued in 
later efforts. She Uu^t herself Span¬ 
ish, German and Norwegian (*All you 
need is a dictionary,' she said, blithe¬ 
ly). While in Norway, she decided to 
tiartslate the works of a feminist writ¬ 
er unpublished in the US. With 
Rachel deSilva, co-founder of Seal, 
she began setting press and publUh- 
ing chapbooks for Seattle women 
poets. And the novels 'grew out of 
my experieiKcs.' 

And how did she become the 
queen of lesbian mystery? 'Well, I 
wouldn't call myself the queen,* she 
said, noting almost apologetically that 
Other lesbian writers have produced 
more mysteries than she. But critics 
acclaim Wilson's mysteries for their 
political message and their inherent wit 
artd satire. 

*1 set out to subvert the genre,’ 
she says, and it sounds as rleceptiveiy 
simple as teaching orteself a lattguagc 
with a dictionary. Artd subven it slw 
has—with her Pam Nilscn series, 
which put leftist politics in the realm of 
the surreal and which, in her novel 
The Dog CoUar Murder^ pokes subtle 
fun at the pornography debate that 
continues to rage throu^ the lesbian- 
feminbt community. 

'Even the espresso bar-laundro¬ 
mat was a nteapitor in that book,* she 
said. 'I wanted to make the point that 
this debate was always steaming, 
always churning.’ As always, the book 
was well researched. 'I read all of the 
pro and con literaiure, and the novel 
reflects those debates.* 

Wilson thinks that the mystery 
genre is perfect for 'combining politics 
and writing. I wanted something that 
would be entertaining but would get 
people to think. So I wrote the first 


Pam Nilscn, and then people started 
asking me, 'Who's your favorite mys¬ 
tery writer—and I didn't have one. 1 
didn't really read mysteries. So I started 
reading everything and fbOowed these 
plot ideas. In some of these books, 
youH have the male PI (private investi¬ 
gator) looking for a tcetuge hooker. So 
in Sisfen of the Road I subvert that—it's 
Pam. the young lesbian, who is look¬ 
ing for the teenage hooker. 

In the just-rdcased Gaudl After¬ 
noon, Wilson does similar ‘damage* to 
the stolidity of die genre. *1 wanted to 
do a caper, a thriller, a really fast- 
paced book. In these books, there is 
always a heist, and then the thieves 
keep stealing the )cwcl back and forth. 
In this book, the )ewel Is Delilah [a 
chydi. She's a projection of everyone's 
desire. She's an obfect to them.* Gaudi 
Afternoon, like Wilson's other myster- 
in, has a political undercurrent. *li’s 
about gender, custody, motherhood 
and parenthood,' she said. 

Wilson has chosen to write in the 
mystery genre for so many of her 
books because 'you have an incredi¬ 


pays to writing makes her career In 
publishing seem like an afterthought, a 
sideline venture, but \nison puts just as 
much energy into k as she puu into 
writing. But. does she sleep? Tve been 
lucky that I've been able to get the free¬ 
dom at Seal to work there and do my 
writing. For a long time, 1 worked in 
Seanie hospitals, and I'd do that—work 
at Seal and do the writing. 1)131 was a 
struggle. Now It’s easier.' 

This year has been a particularly 
good one for Seal. The publicition of 
Black Wbman's Health Book—which 
sold out its first printing in three 
months—b bringiitg in money to the 
press. It's also been a good couple of 
years for her writing. 'You give up the 
kka of the big windfall advance early 
on,* said Wilson. 'TVe never gotten out 
of the habh of writing—I write every 
day—and you can cam a living at writ¬ 
ing if you publish a lot of books.* 

Wilson is also committed to pub¬ 
lishing a lot of other women's books. 1 
get dred of hearing all the lime that les¬ 
bian writing is bad. There's a lot of 
good writing out there. And 



ble amount of freedom. You can 
subvert the structure.

Tbrir cur¬ 
rent commitment is getting more 
wonoen of color into print as well as 
publishing more works of nonfiction by 
women. They remain supportive of the 
n'omen-in-tnmslation seties, now a sep¬ 
arate entity managed by Wilson. *It's 
like having a separate publishing house, 
but we needed the nonprofk status to 
go on publishing the translations. They 
get great critical reviews in The Sew 


YoHt Times, but they don’t make a lot of 
nwney. And Seal is for profk. So now 
we have the new imprint.' 

But the work involved in setting 
up the women-in-translation project 
has set Wilson's writing hack a bit. 
Next year will be the first without a 
Barbara Wilson publication. *I have 
several books going, but none will be 
published by next year.* 

Her ath^ for the lesbian writer, or 


even the young lesbtaa> 'Be open, be 
out, look for poskhe modeb for yourself. 
There is a lot of good writing out there 
that speaks to our experience. It can 
help. It can empower you. Seal has 
always had a commitmeni to women's 
empowerment, and I have that same 
oomenimient in my writing. I don't like to 
see women as victims. I think they 
should speak for themsdves, for their 
own cxpericrKe-* ▼ 


Dancing With Myseif

My father, like many of the men 
and women in Lev Raphael's book of 
stories, was haunted by a war that he 
could rardy bring himself to talk about.

rooftops searching the sides for enemy 
planes. And her stories, lomanticiaed 
over the >eats, are there for the asking. 

It was different for my foiher, the 
only member of his funily bom in this 
country, whose first language was Yid¬ 
dish and whose sisters still sent letters 
addressed in Russian to rehtives near 
Odessa. His revelations abrot the war 
he saw from underneath his US army- 
issue cap—like the bloody, oorpse^UI^ 
waters at the Normandy beachhead 
where he was nearly killed—were 
mvoluniaty rather than forthrigN, blurt¬ 
ed out in bedtime stories intersded to 
comfort, but which left a far more 
unsettling impression iratead. 

Raphael’s beautiful stories are filled 
with similar contradictions. Fathers and 
sons, husbands and wives, men and 
their lovers are drawn to each other by 
what separates them. And people are 
similarly betrayed by their imentions: 
Holocaust survivors who try to bfot out 
their Jewishness, or 
whose painful experi¬ 
ences translate into 
cruel actt perpetrated 
upon their children; 
doaet cases who keep 


their homosexuality at bay through 
daborate sexual rituals that resemble 
rdigious rites. 

But just as the aa of deseciatian to 
which the title story refers functions 
instead as a liberation of sorts, nothk^ in 
Raphael's world can be uken at face 
value. That this crtsedejbte, preetpioted by 
the homophobic behavior of Nat’s fdlow 
CDCtgregants who drive him from sbul 
occurs on Tisha B'Av, the Fast Day oom- 
memocaiing the destruction of the temple 
in Jertisalem. is one of this dcficiously rich 
volume’s many satirfyk^ poralds. 

Unlike collections of similarly 
themed works that tdl the same story 
over and over, the tales that Raphael 
gives us ate imprcssivdy diverse and 
seem purposefully structured. Indeed. 
Nat, Bren^ and Mark, characters in the 
first story, reappear in stories in the 
middle and at the end of the volume, 
giving the work a novelistic sense of 
the passage of time. 

Like many gay male authors, 
Raphael writes about families, but his 
world is one that no Lavettder Quill 
writer would ever have ktxrwn—fami¬ 
lies of Jews whose relatives were left 
behind in the ovens and mass graves of 
Treblinka and Bergen-Bdsen. Raphad. 
himsdf the child of death camp sur¬ 
vivors. is at hb best when describing 
the interuity of either religious or sexual 
experience—in fi«. the one b often 
described in terms of 
the other. And that b 
the book's most magi¬ 
cal quality. For it goes 
far beyond both an 
obvious my-oppression- 
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■Hu«-(ikc-youf-oppre»k)n anaJysis of 
kleniiiy, and the hackneyed sexual- 
desire-vs.-cuhural-<aboo dichotomy. 

Instead, each individual's own 
struggle—with Holocaust nightmares, 
with sex, with religious ideixity—pbys 
off other characters' in a way that 
allows us to discover the nature of the 
struggle, rather than leading us to 
answers about h. Often, the results are 
jarring. A father commemittg about the 
Stonewall Rebellion he has read about 
in The Ntw York Thnes to the son he 
does not know is gay compares not 
the police, but the rioters, to the Nazis 
he saw firsthand in Europe. In the final 
story, it is the striking similarities 
between the ravages of anti-Semitism 
and of homophobia that allow Nat's 
sister Brenda to overcome her book- 


long aversion to her brother's gender 
prefere n ce. But for many of the book's 
gay men. the simple confluence of sex¬ 
ual atxl religious ecstasy, and not neg¬ 
ative reactions to it. become a source 
of strength. 

But this book, far from being 
rdendess, parades a dazzling array of 
narrative voices, from goytsftergay boys 
to a straight woman academic on an 
isotaied Midwestern campus. Some of 
the descriptions of sex are positively 
arousing, atxl the book's sprinkling of 
sexy college jocks and teenage-boy 
first-time stories ate enough lo satisfy 
any audience looking for a ‘gay* read. 
In 'RemitKl Me to Smile,' a grad studetM 
invites an old boyfrietKl for a home- 
cooked meal prepared by his lover, artd 
the ensuing dtntter party, complete with 


12 -course menu, is as hilarious as any 
Victor Bumbalo play. 

The 19 stories, nearly all of which 
have been published previously (in a 
comically diverse bun^ of magazines 
including Redbook^nA Cbrtstopbtr 
Street) are not without flaws. The 
metaphor-rich language, while dear and 
precise, is in sections so personal that 
only the author could follow the con- 
ttection between certain paragraphs. 
Arxl the titles of some of the stories are 
anttoyingly didactic ("Betrayed by David 
Bowie* is a welcome exception). 

But these ticks never itMetfere with 
the overall efleci: II is possible to disap¬ 
pear into these stories, as if another 
door shuts behitKl the reader with every 
turn of the page, until their isolating 
reality is positively spooky.T

I admit it: I'm as bod as the rest, 
maybe worse. Gossip drives me. In my 
foulest moods, there is nothing more 
cheering than a bitchy pan. I've 
camped out at the 24-hour tobacco 
shop aaoss the street on Saturday 
night for the 8:30 am dropoff of the 
Sunday Times-, I've breathlessly 
thumb^ through the paper, dumping 
the Mac/s circular and Toys ‘IT Us acb 
in a heap at my feet, snatching up die 
book review section » read that Jolm 
Simonesque put-down, that bftter "in 
short" dismissal of a clunker. 

cynics: Tbrn the page. The fol¬ 
lowing rave b not what you're waiting 
fix. Michael Cumirtgham's AHomeattbe 
End the Rbrid b a stunning achieve¬ 
ment, perhaps the best book of the year. 
Hb prose b numbitigly beautiful. 

A Home at the End of the VPMd 
chans the paths of Jonathan Glover and 
Bobby Morrow who have been friends 
since childhood. Fbur characters narrate 
the story; Jonathan, a gay man who b 
troubled ^ the absence of connection 
in hb life; hb mother, Alice, trapped in 
a marriage to an insubstantial husband; 
Jonathan's New York roomtnate, dare, 
a sharp jewelry-designer who wants to 


have a child before her biological dock 
runs out; and hb best friend. Bobby, 
troubled by femlly tragedy, who spends 
hb life tryfog to reconstruct the warm 
home he never had. 

I felt echoes of Stephen Mac- 
Cauley in A Home at the End tf the 
World. Indeed, with its awkward 
menage and child, the book b a cross 
between Jules and Jim and The Object 
of My Affection in the age of AIDS. 
Cunnin^iam shows extraordinary sen¬ 
sitivity and personal insight. When 
Alice catches Jonathan and Bobby hav¬ 
ing sex in the garage, her paiited reac¬ 
tion b right on target: "I wanted to go 
and comfort him. tell him it was all 
right. I wanted to go and pull hb hair 
hard enough to draw blood." 

The novel b divided into three 
parts. In the first, brilliantly evocative 
section. Bobby and Jonathan grow up 
in dysfortctional families in Cleveland, 
picking up enough childhood traumas 
to All the requisites of 
any number of 12-step 
programs. The second 
section takes place in 
New York Qty. where 
Bobby, Jonathan and 


Clare form an unsttble femily of three. 
In the final section, they artd their baby 
set up housekeeping near VRxxbtock, 
"at the end of the world." 

Warmth and humor suffuse Cun¬ 
ningham's observations. Jonathan 
describes the furniture in hb lover's 
apartment: "The ntonstrous imitation 
leather sofe on which we sat had been 
a gift from hb parents. Now the sofa 
sat wall-to-wall in hb apartment, like a 
cabin cruiser berthed in a swimming 
pool." When Clare arxl Bobby make 
love for the first time, "we took the teat 
of our clothes off quickly, as if the teal 
tenants might get home at any moment 
and fitxl us using their apartment.* 

The writing througlxiut b breath- 
uking, verging on the poetic. A Home 
at the End of the WorU b filled with 
dazzling lyrical scenes: Bobby as a 
child, spying cm Joiuthan's hoine late 
in the night; Jonathan walking with 
hb dying father in the desert; Alice's 
breakdown after her 
husband's death; and 
the heartbreaking scene 
at the end, where Jona¬ 
than's ex-lover, Erich, 
dying of AIDS, takes hb

last swim. Two ponions of the novel 
appeared in the JVwtr Yorker, ‘White 
AngeT was chosen for inclusion in 
Best Amertcan Stories, 1989 

When I heard that AIDS was 
peripheral to the story, 1 worried that the 
publisher might be tryiitg to soft-pedal it 
The paperback of Alice Hoffman's Ai 
Risk has pages and pages of review 
quotes, oonspicuoudy ominittg any men¬ 
tion of AIDS. I was relieved to find this a 
fair description; AIDS is integral to Cun¬ 


ningham's trovd. although not central. 

Some of the characters' actions 
did, however, bother me. Jonathan 
worries constantly about AIDS after 
finding out that Erich is ill. Why 
doesn't he take the HIV-atrtibody test’ 
Clare abandotu Jortathan atKl Bobby, 
taking her child with her, because she 
doesn't watM to bring up her daughter 
with death, again on the premise that 
Jonathan may become ill. While their 
•family* was inherently unstable. 


bound to eventually collapse, Cunrting- 
ham could have dissolved it in a less 
heartless matmer. 

1990 has given us many exodleM 
books by gay men: Michael Nava's 
Houtmm, Allan Barnett's The Body and 
Its Dangers, Lev Raphael's Dancing on 
Tisha BAv, Bcrttard Cooper's to 
Anyuihereand Edward Sn^'s Mother 
Pearl A Home at the Ettd of the Vbrldfa 
surely one of the best ttovels, gay or 
straighi, of the year. Read it. ▼
